A OHIOAGO BANK BREAKS. 


The Chemical National, with a World’s 
Fair Branch, Closes Its Doors. 


Cxicaa@o, May 8.—The Chemical National 
Bank of this city closed its doors this aft- 
ernoon permanently. 

The cause of the failure is said by its 
officers to be the large amount of bad paper 
which it held and which could not be real- 
izgd on. 

Bank Examiner Sturges will take charge 
of the bank the first thing in the morning. 
Me said to-night that he heard the bank 
was in trouble and went there to see what 
was the matter. He was disappointed not 
to find the officers there. 

He also said that, so faras he knew, the 
cashier of the bank had not been seen for 
three or four days. 

The President is J. O. Curry. He came 
here four years ago. He made his money 
in farming and real estate business. The 
other officers are: Vice President—A. T. 
Ewing; Cashier—C. E. Braden; Assistant 
Cashier—G. E. Hopkins.

The bank was given the privilege of 
opening a branch on the World’s Fair 
ground, and it has been in operation for 
several weeks.

Crowds ran from every direction, and in 
afew moments Broadway in front of the 
Star Theatre was packed with a struggling 
jam of humanity. 

** The Morton House has been blown up 
by the striking waiters,” yelled ** the man 
who knows it all,” and the crowd surged 
around him, thirsty for information. A 
half dozen policemen came rushing breath- 
lessly up, but found nothing. 

They made a rapid investigation, and 
found that a trusty super in Wilson Bar- 
rett’s company was responsible for the 
tumult. 

In the earthquake scenein “ Claudian” 
a cannon is fired off in the alleyway back 
of the theatre. 

Last night the trusty super who had the 
gun in charge putinto it a load equal to 
that which he was, presumably, carrying 
himself, and the result was astonishing— 
for the super. 

Never was a stage earthquake ushered in 
with such realism. In the theatre the au- 
dience was delighted; outside the crowd 
was bewildered, and the guests in the 
Morton House were surprised and decided- 
ly frightened. 

The super has lost his cannonading job, 
and future earthquakes in “ Claudian” 
will be regulated so as not to attract a 
es audience outside of the theatre than

M. DOLPH BRINGS. A SUIT. 


He Was One of the Victims of A. K. 
Florida. 





Sr. Louis, May 8.—A suit in equity was filed 
this morning by M. Dolph, one of the double 
deed of trust victims of A. K. Florida. In this 
suit Mr. Dolph names as defendants Nancy L. 
Florida, Mississippi Valley Trust Company, 
New-York Life Insurance Company, Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, A{tna Life Insurance 
Company, Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, Massachusetts Life Insurance Com- 
pany, and Frank J.+Price. 

The plaintiff states in his petition that all of 
the insurance companies named nave bad in- 
surance on the life of A. K. Florida, all payable 
to Nancy 1. Florida; that through his agent, F. 
J. Price, Mr. Florida borrowed of the plaintiff 
the sum of $5,500, and that Price gave a deed 
of trust on a piece of property on West HKeile 
Piace. This property was represented by Flor- 
ida as being iree of all incumbrance, and Dolph 
charges that Florida knew when he made such 
represetitation that it was not the fact, but 
that he had a mouth or so previous executed a 
deed of trust on the property for $7,500, and 
that the deed of trust was in existence at the 


me. 

The plaintiff recites the various amounts for 
which Florida was insured, and begga that the 
court iseue a restraining order on the insurance 
companies prohibiting them from paying the 
money to the Mississippi Valley Trust Company, 
trustee, and allow the $100,000 insurance to 
stand as assets of the estate for the benefit of 
the creditors.

16,000 Barrels of Whisky to Meet It. 


LovIsvILLE, Ky., May 8.—The aggregate 
debts of the bankrupt whisky firm of A. R. 
Sutton & Co. amount to $460,000, From a re- 
liable source itis given out thatthe debts due 
preferred creditors, amounting to $295,000, will! 
be paid off dolar for dollar, while it is believed 
that upon a favorable sale of the assets the 
general creditors will receive about 50 cents on 
the dollar. 

The Columbia Trust and Finance Company, 
the assignee of Sutton, holds 16,000 barrels of 
whisky, which, if disposed of on a favorable 
market at an average of $25 per barrel, would 
meet the firm’s liabilities to the extent of a 
round $400,000. Itis true thatthe ownership 
of some of the 16,000 barrels of whisky 1s dis- 
puted, but it is not believed that the plea of 
ownership can be justitied in the tinal settle- 
ment of accounts. 

If the Sutton whisky were forced to sale on 
to-day’s depreciated market all the ereditors 
would naturally suffer heavily. The great ad- 
Vantage of having an assignee is herein ap- 
parent. The assignee is enavled to take up the 
outstanding notes and hold the whisky for an 
advancing market. 

This information will cause rejoicing among 
the many creditors of Sutton. 

Sutton is still in jail, no bondaman having 
been procured, and there seems little probabil- 
ity of his getting out. 





Sixteen Waiters Strike at Columbus. 


CoLuMBUS, Ohio, May 8.—Sixteen waiters at 
the Hotel Chittondon struck to-day for an in- 
crease of pay from $20 to $25 a month, but 
their places were filled by waiters from other 
hotels and the proprietor was only slightly in- 
convenienced. An effors on the part of the 
walters to make the strike general wus unsuc-’ 
cessful, Every man at the Neil desired to re- 
main at the present wages. 

The Hotel Keepers’ Association has decided 
not to grant the increase asked for.

H. H. WARNER UNABLE 1) PAY 


AN ASSIGNMENT MADE TO PRO- 
TEOT HIS OREDITORS. 





Many of Them Would Have Granted an 
Extension of Time, but Others Forced a 
Crisis—Romantic Fluctuations of Fort- 
une —Indorsements Which Drove Mr. 
Yates to the Wall—Too Many Irons in 
the Fire—Clever Operations in the Lon- 
don Market—Angry Recriminations. 


Rocnester, N. Y., May 8.—H. H. Warner 
this afternoon made a general assignment, 
without, preferences. 

Mr. Warner and his attorney, Marcenus 
H. Briggs, returned to Rochester to-day. 
They had been negotiating with creditors 
all the week and had succeeded in secur- 
ing an extension of time on the greater 
portion of the claims against Mr. Warner, 
but suits begun against them twenty days 
ago were about to go by default, and under 
the agreement with the creditors an as- 
signment became necessary immediately 
when judgments were docketed against Mr. 
Warner. 

The assignment isin the usual form and 
gives, of course, no hint of the amount of 
either the assets or liabilities, Job E. 
Hedges of New-York City is the assignee. 

Mr. Hedges, Mr. Warner, and Mr. Briggs 
spent to-day in consultation here. Mr. 
Warner and Mr. Hedges left on the 9:20 
Central train for New-York. All three 
gentlemen talked freely enough to a re- 
porter, but said practically nothing. 

Mr. Warner said that if he had been 
given time he could have paid dollar for 
dollar, but he could not allow the creditors 
who were pressing their claims to judg- 
ment to benefit at the expense of men who 
were disposed to be lenient with him. 

He spoke his mind freely about Mr. 
Yates, who, he said, had done the “ baby” 
act, and added that if he had been dis- 
posed he could have sued Yates for double 
the amount for which Yates sued him. 
When asked whether he was a creditor or 
debtor of the patent medicine concern, he 
declined to answer. 

Mr. Briggs said that if it had not been for 
the ** Eastern Pennsylvania parties,” who- 
ever they may be, Mr. Warner could have 
= through allright. He said that Mr. 

‘garner was a debtor of the medicine com- 
pany. 

Mr. Hedges said he would at once pro- 
ceed with the work of ponuetig his 
schedules, and that os r. Warner 
owns in the world will be given up to his 
creditors. 

Mr. Warner’s real estate in this city is 
covered by a mortgage to a Rochester 
bank to secure advances. 





FLUCTUATIONS OF A FORTUNE. 


H. H. Warner's Credit Impaired by Med- 
dling in Too Many Ventures. 


The first public intimation that H. H. 
Warner was in trouvle was given in a dis- 
patch from Rochester April 17 announcing 
the assignment of Arthur G. Yates, Presi- 
dent of the Buffalo, Rochester and Pitts- 
burg Railroad Company. Mr. Yates attrib- 
uted his misfortune to the pressure upon 
him of Mr. Warner’s commercial paper, 
which he had indorsed. He said these ob- 
ligations came upon him in such large 
amounts that he felt his only safety lay in 
an assignment. His liabilities were esti- 
mated at $1,000,000, 

Mr. Warner was in New-York at the time. 
He denied with apparent indignation that 
he had been in any wav responsible for Mr. 


Yates’s collapse, and said that none of his 
ee could have been presented to Mr. 

ates, except two notes for $5,000 each. 
That had happened, he hinted, by mistake. 
He said he was amply able to take care of 
his debts without help from anybody. 

Since that time, whenever Mr. Warner 
could be seen at his office, 41 Broadway, 
he would only repeat that he was finan- 
cially sound. Nothing more came from 
Rochester except a mild denial of his as- 
sertion. This seems to have been enough 
to alarm his creditors, some of whom hast- 
ened a climax by bringing suits. Whether 
New-York men were involved in his affairs 
has not oe oe here, in “nt of diligent 
inquiry. Those who have been interested 
with him in some of his undertakings 
thought last night that New-York banks 
or money lenders would not appear heavily 
in his schedules. To the extent that Mr. 
Yates may have indorsed for him, it was 
thought that banks in the interior of the 
State were much more likely to be the suf- 
ferers than any ih this section. 

Mr. Yates and Mr. Warner, having been 
close friends, began’ several years ago to 
indorse each other’s paper. Both were in- 
terested in various enterprises outside the 
lines of business in which they were osten- 
sibly engaged, although they were seldom 
jointly interested. Mr. Yates’s inclinations 
ran to coal speculation, and Mr. Warner’s 
in sundry directions. After their arrange- 
ment had been in operation for a while, 
each of them gave a mortgage for $100,000 
to the Bank of Monroe of Rochester as 
security against discounts. This was in 
1886. The arrangement went smoothly 
until this Spring, when money seems to 
have worked closely in the affairs of both 


en. 

H. H. Warner was commonly supposed in 
Rochester to bo a millionaire untila few 
months ago. He had a tine residence and 
a business block there, and Warner Island, 
inthe St. Lawrence, near Alexandria Bay, 
was known to be his. He also owned a 
steam yacht. His reputation as a promoter 
did not count against his credit in Roches- 
ter, where he was known to have had sub- 
stantial interests out of which he had made 
money. 

In New-York, on the other hand, the 
banks rated him as a promoter, which was 
not to his personal discredit in any way, 
. yet tended naturally to discourage sueh re- 
lations as those he had established at home. 
That is the reason, it is believed, he did 
not have extensive lines of credit out in 
this city. 

Mr. Warner’s business career has been of 
more than ordinary interest. He first 
saved money as agent in Rochester for a 
Cincinnati safe firm. With this beginning 
he started his patent medicine business, 
which brought him a fortune. About five 
years ago he decided to sell English rights 
in this Soeeration and ofiered stock of the 
H. H. Warner Company, Limited, in the 
London market, ‘The English brokers 
laughed at him and sold his stock before 
they owned. He forced them to pay him 
well to make good their delivery contracts 
and came back to this country with a ba 
of English money and nearly all the stoc 
of the company. At about that time he is 
said to have sold all except a nominal in- 
terest in the Rochester business. 

Last Fall Mr. Warner submitted for pub- 
lic subscription a mining scheme, in which 
he guaranteed to subscribers to the Seven 
Stars Gold Mining Company 15 per cent. 
dividends per year for five years on 600,- 
000 shares of stock, offering to deposit the 
amount of such dividends in bonds orstocks 
of railways or industrial corporations 
with the Industrial and Mining Company 
at 41 Broadway. This company seemed to 
consist mainly of Mr. Warner himself. 
Nothing was heard of the progress of the 
venture after the ig, cp tea came out. 

Mr. Yates says he began to take care of 
Mr. Warner’s paper in March, aud contin- 
ued todo s0 upon Mr. Warner’s assurance 
that money was coming to him from Eng- 
land with which the advances would be 
made good. Its failure to arrive swamped 
Mr. Yates and Mr. Warner is believed to 
have been unable to stand the strain which 
this assignment and the attendant public-

Struck by an Unknown Man Without 
Provocation, He Howled Loudly. 


The “unknown man” appeared in the 
City Hall Park last night at 10 o’clock, and 
before he departed, which he did suddenly 
and with great speed, he had assaulted a 
Chinaman, attracted a crowdof 500 people, 
and awakened every gentleman of leisure 
on the benches, 

Won Long, a Celestial engaged in the 
laundry business in Hoboken, came over 
to New-York on a visit to friends in Mott 
Street. While passing through the City 
Hall Park, Mr. Long attracted the atten- 
tion of the “unknown man,” who was a 
burly rough. 

Without a word of warning, the latter 
struck Won Long on the head with a short 
club, knocking him down and cutting a 
gash three inches long. Dropping his club, 
the assailant ran up Fark ow and disap- 
peared. 

Won Long uttered a series of piercing 
cries and ran around in a circle until he 
fell, with the blood streaming down his 
face. His yells attracted an immense 
crowd. ’ 

Policeman McGrath conveyed him to the 
City Hall Police Station, and then he was 
taken to the Chambers Street Hospital in 
anambulance. He will probably be dis- 
charged to-day. 

It was fully ten minutes before the in- 
jured man received any assistance from 
the police, although the crowd was big 
enough to attract attention from any one in 
the radious of a block. The Chinaman’s 
cries were heard in the editorial rooms in 
THE New-York Times Building. 


OHALLENGED BY MISS SIOKELS. 


Ex-Indian Commissioner Morgan Did Not 
Accept the Gage. 





Ex-Indian Commissioner Morgan deliv- 
ered an address last evening in the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas Dixon’s church, Lexington 
Avenue and Twenty-third Street, in which 
he characterized the Indians as a degraded 
typeof humanity,saying that little could be 
done to elevate them in the scale of civili- 
zation. He defended President Harrison’s 
Administration in regard to the treatment 
ot the Indians. 

Miss Emma Sickels of Philadelphia, who 
has devoted much time to the work of im- 
proving the condition of the Indians, was 
present in the church and, being called on 


to speak, she sharply criticised the state- 
ments of Commissioner Morgan and said 
that the Indians had never been fairly 
treated by the Government. They were 
furnished with bad flour and bad provis- 
ions generally, she said, under Commission- 
er Morgau’s administration. She concluded 
jf challenging the Commissioner to discuss 
the subject with her from the platform*‘at 
his earliest convenience. 

Mr. Morgan left the church without mak- 
ing a reply. 


GEN. MANUEL GONZALEZ DEAD 


In Great Agony for a Long Time—Mexican 
Politics Not Affected By His Death. 





Mexico, May 8.—Gen. Manuel .Gonzalez, 
ex-President of the Republic of Mexico, 
died to-day, in his seventy-third year of 
chronic diabetes. Gen. Gonzalez had been 
ill for a great while, and his agony before 
death was of long duration. 

Since 1853 Gen. Gonzalez had been a con- 
spicuous patriot, serving his country in all 
its revolutions as a military commander, a 
Cabinet officer, President, and State Gov- 
ernor, and — from Congress the title 
of ‘* Pacificator of the Occident.” , 

His death will in no way affect the poli- 
tics of Mexico. He was a stanch support- 
er of the policy of Presidont Diaz, but since 
his retirement in 1884 from his unfortun- 
ate term as President he has not been an 
important factor in the politics of the re- 
public, and has attracted little attention. 
After the accession of Diaz to the Presi- 
dency in 1884 he became Governor of the 
State of Guanajuato, where he served sat- 
isfactorily to the people and the Govern- 
ment.

ORANGE, May 8.—The strange case of Miss 
Mary MoCann, who has now lain in a comatose 
condition at the Memorial Hospital for twenty- 
five days, continues to attract much attention. 
On April 13 she was thrown froma South 
Orange horse car, and since then has not spoken 
nor had a moment of consciousness. 

The last few days signs of approaching con- 
sciousness have appeared, however. She now 
lies upon her cot with her eyes open, moaning 
and moving her hands in an aimless, 
nervous manner. Dr. Stickler, the at- 
tending physician, says the case ia untsual 
but not unheard of. Her trouble is concussion 
of the brain, caused by shook, and the extraordi- 
nary features are only in the fact that so long a 
time has elapsed before a return to conscious- 


ness. It might take weeks or months for the 
brain to become hormal and resume its func- 
tiona, he said, buthe had no doubtof the pa- 
tient’s ultimate recovery. 

Bince her accident Miss McCann has been ex- 
amined by no less than seventy-five physicians 
and has undergone the most critical and de- 


‘tailed examinations. Her long coma has not re- 


duced her flesh, and her face appears as health- 
ful ver. Sbe receives nourishment in liquid 
form, being fed by nurses much the same as a 
child is cared for.

JOHN W. HILLMON NOT DEAD 





“OORPSE” IN A GREAT “INSUR- 
ANOE SWINDLE” FOUND. 





CLAIMED THAT BE HAS MADE A CONFESSION. 





Relatives Have Tried for Years to Prove 
Him Dead and Collect $40,000 Insurancs, 





MURDER PROVIDED THE BODY. 





One of the Most Remarkable Cases in the 
History of Lifg Insurance Frauds—Used 
by Superintendent Snider of Kansas to 


Justify His Recent Order—More Than 


the Face Value of the Policies Used in 
Litigation—Wholesale Perjury and Other 
Crimes Involved. 


John W. Hillmon, the hero and chief con- 
spirator of the famous “‘ Hillmon Insurance 
Swindle” of Kansas, has been found. 

For fifteen years his relatives have been 
trying in the courts to prove him dead in 
order to collect about $40,000 insurance on 
his life. 

During all these years the insurance 
companies holding the policies have resist- 
ed the claim on the ground of fraud and 
conspiracy, alleging that Hillmon was not 
dead atall. The face value of the policies 
has more than been consumed in the costs 
of litigation, and the case has come to 
rank as one of the most remarkable and ro- 
mantic in the history of life insurance 
frauds. 

The insurance was writtenin Kansas, and 
all the litigation has been carried on in 
that State, but the companies concerned 
are all located in tne East, and the contest 
has been directed from this city. 

The first intimation that the fraud was 
finally traced was obtained yesterday by a 
reporter of THe New-York Times from 
Charlton T. Lewis, attorney for the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company of this city, 
which, with the New-York Life and the 
Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
panies, carried the $40,000 taken out by 
Hillmon on his life in 1878. 

“We have atlast found Hillmon alive 
and well,” said Mr. Lewis in speaking of 
the case, ‘“‘and know exactly where we 
can lay handson him. After a search ex- 
tending over fifteen years he has been 
finally traced to the Pacifie coast, and he 
has made aclean breast of the whole affair.” 

So famous has the Hillmon case become 
thatit was used by 8S. H. Snider, the Su- 
perintendent of Insurance of Kansas, to 
justify his order, as published exclusively 
in THe New-York TrmEs yesterday, that 
insurance litigation must hereafter be con- 
ducted only in the Kansas State courts by 
foreign corporations. 

In the past the companies have, it was 
charged, generally transferred their suits 
to the Federal courts, involving long con- 
tests and usually wearing the claimants 
out. Mr. Snider pointed to the Hillmon 
case as an instance where the widow had 
been “unjustly ” kept out of her money by 
long and harrowing court contests in the 
Federal tribunals. 

It was while investigating this assertion 
that a reporter of THz New-York Timers 
learned that the insurance companies had 
run down the ‘‘corpse” in the great Hill- 
mon case, and that they would produce 
this ‘‘ corpse” alive and well at the forth- 
coming new trial, which has just been 
ordered, fifteen years after the claim was 
first put in. 

The story of the case is as sensational as 
itis unusual. It involves the murder of 
an innocent man to provide a corpse, 
wholesale perjury, and a host of other 
crimes. 

John W. Hillmon was born in Indiana in 
1845, and was about thirty-four years old 
at the time of his alleged death near Med- 
icine Lodge, Kan., in 1879. On Oct. 3, 
1878, he was married to Sally E. Quinn. 
Four months later he disappeared. He 
started for Wichita with John H. Brown, 
his partner, both being drovers. The next 
heard of Hillmon was that he had been 
shot accidentally by Brown and buried 
near Medicine Lodge. 

A few days after his alleged death his 
widow putinaclaim to the Mutual Life 
and the New-York Life Insurance Com- 

anies of this city and the Connecticut 

futual of Hartford for $40,000 insurance 
on his life. 

Then, for the first time, Hillmon’s neigh- 
bors in Lawrence, Kan., learned that he 
had had his life insured. He had always 
been a poor man, and it was ascertained 
that Levi Baldwin of Tongonoxie, Leaven- 
worth County, Kan., a cousin of Hillmon’s 
wife and a close friend of Hillmon, had 
taken out the policies Baldwin was a 
bankrupt, and the companies interested in 
the insurance concluded that only a lunatic 
or a shrewd krave would take out policies 
on which he could have no hope of payin 
the yearly premiums. The conclusion o 
the companies’ representatives was that 
Hillmon was not dead, that a body had 
been substituted for hie, and that the 
whole transaction was a swindle. 

Although supposedly reputable witnesses 
had testified that the dead man was Hill- 
mon, the companies had the body exhumed 
and brought to Lawrence, where Hillmon’s 
neighbors declared that it was not his. 
His wife failed, in giving a description of 
her husband, to describe the body. A jury 
called to view it declared that it was not 
Hillmon’s. | : 

The companies decided to fight, and the 
first trial was at Leavenworth, in the 
United States Circuit Court, in June, 
1882. The jury failed to agree, and in 
1885 the case was tried again at the same 
place before Judge David J. Brewer, with 
a like result. wll 

The third trial was in Topeka in Febru- 
ary, 1888, before Judge Shiras, and a ver- 
dict was rendered for the plaintiff. A mo- 
tion for a new trial was made and allowed 
after five years’ delay, it being set down 
for next November. ‘ 

W hen the body alleged to be that of Hill- 
mon was exhumed at Medicine Lodge a 
warrant was issued, for the arrest of 
Brown, his partner, as it was alleged that 
he had killed a man 80 as to provide a 
corpse for the insurance claim. Brown ran 
away to Texas, and another warrant was 
issued for the apprehension of Levi Bald- 
win, Mrs. Hillmon’s cousin, who had ob- 
tained the policies on her husband’s life. 
He also ran away and did not return until 
the case had been tried the third time and 
decided in Mrs. Hillmon’s favor. 

New evidence wus now discovered that 
decided the companies to argue for a new 
trial. Dr. Phillips delared ander oath: that 
in the Fall of 1878, when living in Ton- 
gonoxie, Levi Baldwin said to him in his

“Doc, would it not be a good scheme to 
you can, and. 


then get some one to represent you as dead, 
and then skip out for Africa or some other 
place?” 

“It might be gone and I presume such 
shings have happened,” replied Dr. Phil- 
ips. 

“ Certainly ; it can be done like a top,” 
remarked Baldwin. 

It was a after this conversation 
that Baldwin piled up the insurance on 
Hillmon’s life. Not long afterward came 
the tragedy which, it was asserted, ended 
Hillmon’s career. 

In a desolate camp on Croeked’ Creek, 
200 yards from a sparsely-settled highway, 
on March 17, 1879, at sundown, a man was 
shot through the head and killed. The 
shooting was done by John H. Brown, who 
alleged that it was accidental, and had oc- 
curred while he was taking a rifle from the 
wagon. 

He notified a farmer near by, named 
Briley, who went with him to view the 
body. The dead man’s head lay nearthe 
fire, and his hat had been burned. destroy- 
ing his features beyond recognition. 
Brown said the man was Hillmon, and 
caused the body to be buried. But when 
this body was afterward taken to Law- 
rence for identification it was seen thatthe 
corpse had a full set of regular teeth, 
whereas Hillmon’s were irreguiar, and one 
had been lost. It was alleged that the 
body was that of Frank Nichols. It did 
not prove to be Nichols, however, as Levi 
Baldwin afterward produced him. 

But John H. Brown broke down about 
this time and swore that Hillmon was 
living. ; 

To substantiate his evidence he said that 
he had entered into a conspiracy in De- 
cember, 1878, with Hillmon and Levi 
Baldwin to defraud the life insurance com- 
panies by insuring Hillmon’s life. Bald- 
win was to furnish the money, and Hill- 
mon and Brown were to manage the disap- 
pearance of the former. They started for 
Wichita, and on the way picked up a 
strange man named Joe Berkley. 

This man, Brown alleged, was shot by 
Hillmon, who dressed the corpse in his own 
clothing and put his diary in his pocket. 
Hillmon put on Berkley’s clothing, and, say- 
ing that there was “a corpse ready made” 
to impersonate him, he left the camp. He told 
Brown that he should assume the name of 
Marshall and lay low until they got the 
money on the policies. / 

After Brown had made this confession it 
was discovered that he had lied. The dead 
man was not Joe Berkley, but Frederick 
Adolph Walters, a young German cigar- 
maker of Fort Madison, Iowa, who had 
gone to Lawrence in 1878. He re penien 
about the time Hillmon did, and his par- 
ents and sister, Fannie Walters, being at- 
tracted by the description given in the 
newspapers of the dead man, went to Law- 
rence and identitied him as Walters. 

This brought the matter down to a plain 
case'of murder, in which John H. Brown 
and Hillmon were the principals, with Levi 
Baldwin and Mrs. Hillmon as accessories 
before the fact. That was the condition 
of thecase when the argument for a new 
trial was made by the insurance companies. 

In the meantime Mrs. Hillmon had trav- 
eled much, and the companies concluded 
that by following her they could find her 
husband. This clue failed, as she married 
again. 

owever, the detectives employed by 
the insurance people kept steadily at wor 
on the case, and finally succeeded in run- 
ning down the principal in the swindle. It 
is understood that he consented readi 
enough to make a clean breast of the affair 
in order to clear himself of the charge that 
he had killed Walters. This crime. accord- 
ing to the detectives, he lays at Brown’s 
door. The latter has been kept under sur- 
veillance, and it is probable that all the 
conspirators will be brought up on criminal 
charges if. the insurance companies make 
good their claims regarding the identity of 
the man who has been identified as Hill- 


mon. 
Naturally, the companies interested are 
elated over the success of their contest, 
notwithstanding the fact that it has prob- 
ably cost nearly the full amount of in- 
surance claimed to wage it. In view of 
Superintendent Snider’s order, they are 
articularly pleased over the discovery of 
ae just at this time, and as Mr. Lewis 
said: 
“If Mr. Snider’s ultimatum is based on 
the Hillmon contest you can see how little 
weight it is entitled toin view of our dis- 
covery.”

PRESBYTERY AND THE JEWS 


MORE ACTIVE WORK FOR THEI 
OONVERSION DISCUSSED, 





sion Society Reported on the Work 
Done Among the Hebrews—The Gen- 
eral Assembly Asked to Give the Mat- 
ter Its Special Attention—Asked, Also, 
to Formulate a Brief Statement of the 
Doctrines of Presbyterianism. 


At the monthly meeting of the News 
York Presbytery yesterday afternoon in 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church, in Four- 
teenth Street, the debate was of particular 
interest, since it became extended upon 
two subjects much in the public mind of 
late. 

One of these points concerned the minute 
introduced at the last meeting touching the 
action to be taken by the next General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in the 
matter of formulating a simple statement 
which should embody the necessary doc- 
trines of the faith as held by the Presby- 
terian Church as a body. ; 

The other subject discussed with much 
spirit was the advisability of the Presby- 
terian Church establishing distinctively de- 
nominational missions for the conversion 
ofthe Jews, which subject has lately re- 
ceived close attention from all Christian 
denominations in the light of the informa- 
tion printed in THe New-York Times of 
the controversy between Rabbi Silverman 
and the managers and adherents of the 
several missions established in this city by 


many thousands of Jews living here. 

A considerable number of the members 
of Presbytery joined in the debate upon 
the Jewish question, with the Rev. Dr. 
Adolphus F. Schanffler, the general man- 
ager of the City Mission Society, as leader 
of the aggressive party, and the Rev. Dr. 
John Hall as leader among the conserva 
tives. 

Presbytery was called to order at 3 
o’clock with the Rev. Dr. William R. Har- 
shaw of the First Union Presbyterian 
Church in the Moderators chair. The at 
tendance was somewhat fuller than usual, 
including the Rev. Dr. Briggs, who said no 
word during the whole proceedings; the 


Rev. Dr. Alexander W. Spronll, the Rev. 
Howard Duffield, the Rev. John B. Devina, 
the Rev. Dr. George L. Spining, the Rev. 
Dr. W..H. Martin, and many others. 

The resolution introduced by the Rev. 
Dr. Sample last April first came upin the 
form of a request to the one hundred ahd 
fifth General Assembly of the Church, 
which will meet in Washington on May 18, 
to formulate a short statement of the 
Presbyterian creed to be used for the in- 
struction of persons who might wish to 
learn exactly what this Church does hold 
to be necessary articles of faith 

It appeared to be the sense of the meet- 
ing that, while the minute as written was 
intended to cover all the ground, it. still 
needed amendment, in order that the state- 
ment to be elicited from the Genera! As- 
sembly might not fail to be explicit and 
comprehensive and brief at the same time. 
The following minute was agreed upon 
after considerable discussion and sugges- 
tion and was passed by Presbytery by a 
full vote: 

Resolved, That we overture the General As 
sembly to formulates brief and eimple state- 
ment of the essential doctrines of our faith, ia- 
terpreting and representing the standards of 
our Church, the Westminster Confession of Faith 
and the Larger and Shorter Catechism; the 
same to be used in our congregations for the in- 
struction of those who may enter into the com 
munion of our Church, and any others who may 
desire to learn through a brief yet sulfficientiy 
comprehensive statement what are the essen. 
tial doctrines held by the Presb: Church

Dr. Schauftier said:that there were 1,500,- 
000 Jews in America, and more than 200,- 
000 in this town, to whom the truths of 
Christianity might and should be present-: 
ed in such special manner as was nec 

in the case of a peculiar people. Many 
Christian churches already had a large 
number of regular attendants drawn from 
this considerable factor in the popuiation, 
and they were receptive and intelligent. 
The success of the special work was no 
longer 8 matter of debate, but afact estab 
lished beyond guestion and fortified by sta; 
tistics, and it seemed only proper and righ 
that the Presbyterian Church should as» 
body establish missions among the Jews. 
He therefore wished Presbytery would 
ask the coming General Assembly to call 
the attention of the Board of Home Mis- 
sions to this special feature of its proper 


work. 

The Rev. Dr. Hoadly accordingly offered 
this minute:

These fig- 
ures had been gained, not by any guess- 
work, but by a personal canvass from honse 
to house. e had many friends in the 
neighborhood, and visited them at their 
homes andentertainedthemin turn. In his 
opinion, the Jews were too proud to be ap- 
proached in the “ missionary spirit,” which 
often consisted of great zeal, tempered not 
gee highly with discerning judgment and a 
owledge of the concessions often required 

by the many-sidedness of human nature. 

He fe for the success of denomina- 
tional missions, and hoped especially that 
no forma] recommendation would be made 
by the General Assembly for specific mis- 

ons among the Jews, who would be quick 
to defeat the efforte of honest workers by 
shrinking from being placed in the position 
of religious outcasts. ‘ 

Dr. Schanfiier retorted that Dr. Spining 
had spoken of the Jews living up town. 
He was speaking specially of the Jews liv- 
ing huddled down town—of the poorer 
classea, many of whom yet found time in 

ir lives of hard labor to read the Scrip- 
tures continually, and under the influence 
of Christian teachers to try to decide 
whether the Messiah had indeed come, or 
whether they must look for another. 

There were two classes of Jews in New- 
York—the reformed Jews and the orthodox 
Jews. The former were petotoatiy Deists, 
and the speaker did not look for any groat 
result of Christian teaching among them. 
But aniong the orthodox, whose faith in the 
written word was esrong and living, there 
was fertile ground for the laborer. 

Dr. Hall said that he must not be under- 
stood in any degree to underestimate the 
value of the work done by Df.

THE FAIRS NAVAL VISITORS 


OFFIOERS OF THE FOREIGN FLEETS 
LEAVE OHIOAGO WITH REGRET. 





They Spent Their Last Day in the City 
at Jackson Park Enjoying the Sights 
of the Exposition—Entertained by Pres- 
ident Higinbotham at an Elaborate 
Breakfast—Admiral Magnaghi Responds 
to Mr. Higinbotham’s Toast in a Neat 
Speech—Departure for New-York. 


CHI0AGo, May 8.—With many and fervent ex- 
pressions of regret that their visit to Chicago 
should end 80 soon, the naval officers departed 
for New-York at 5 o'clock this afternoon. Mr. 
Blount, one of her Britannic Majesty's sailors, 
gaid he greatly regretted the early departure. 
“Firet, Old Point, then New-York, aud then 
Chicago,” he cried enthusiastically. ‘It breaks 
my heart to go.” 

This sentim@nt found a ready echo in th 
group of Italians, Russians, and Britishers 
standing around, At 4:30 o’clock, by dint of 
heroic efforts on the part of Lient. Commander 
Logan and Mr. Frémont, the party was bandied 
into carriages and hurried to the Union Station, 
where the train awaited them. 

The last day of the visit in Chicago of the 
naval officers was passed at Jackson Park. 
President Higinbotham gave the visitors a 
breakfast in the bapquet reom of Mueio Hall 
There were present, in addition, a number of 
prominent citizens of Chicago and officers of 
the regulararmy. The hour for the breakfast 
had been fixed atllo’elock, but the shadews 
of the buildings of the White City had com- 
meneed to creep in the direction of the lake be- 
fore the party was seated at table. The tables 
had been artistically dressed with plants. The 
floral and other decorations were from the de- 
partment in charge of Uncle John Thorpe. 

The naval visitors were seated at the table in- 
térsecting the one occupied by President Hig- 
inbotham and his immediate guests. In the 
seating the arrangement was such that citizens 
and officers alternated. At the centre of the 
main table sat President Higinbotham; on his 
right were Admiral Magnaghi, ranking officer 
of the visiting naval representatives; Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles, Capt. Parfit of the French Navy, 
John Dickinson, Secretary of the National 
Commission; Commander Logan, Capt. Par- 
dee of the Spanish Navy, Judge Massy 
of the National Commission, Lieut. Jan- 
sen of the German Navy, and Charles 
Schwab. On his left were Admiral Howard of 
the Argentine Navy, Lieut. Commander Oriola 
of the German Navy, the Rev. Dr. John Henry 
Barrows, Capt. de Libro of the Italian Navy, 
Howard 0. Edmunds, Commander Holland, 
United States Navy, and General St. Clair of 
the National Commission. At the other tables 
were the representatives of the various navies 
which were present at the recent naval display 
in New-York Darbor. 

The ee ofthe foreign navies, as 
well as 8@ Of the United States and the army 
officers, were in uniform. It was noticeable 
that the representatives of the United States 
were less conspicuous by reason of their attire 
than were those of the other nations. For 
an hour and a half the party ate, drank, 
emoked, chatted, and said pleasant things. At 
the expiration of this time President Higin- 
botham called his guests to order, as the head 
of the local Directory of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition, and said: 

“ We have so much to show our distinguished 
guests that we have no time to indulge in 
speeches. The poetry feat we would write, the 
sermons that We would preach are best ex- 
pressed in our magnificent buildings, with their 
araceful domes and arches, their sutifal tur- 
rets, towers, and minarets standing against the 
esky and mirrored in lake and lagoon. We have 
time to thank our guests forthe pleasure and 
honor conferred upon us by their visit. We have 
time to express a hope thatthe God of the Bea 
may be good to them; that the friendly rela- 
tions existing between the nations they 
represent may continue; that the dogs of war. 
now so firmiy bound, may never be lo 
again; that they may atlast be guided by the 
God of the universe into a haven where the 
elements are at rest and wars are unknown. 
Asitisnot probable that our guests will all 
egain be within the reach of a single voice, let 
us, with our welcome, mingle our hail and 
adieu. I ask you to stand and drink the health 
of the sovereigns and Presidents of the coun- 
tries of our distinguished guests.” 

Atthe conolusion of the address President 
Higinbotham called on Admiral Magnaghi, the 
ranking o r of the naval representatives, to 
respond. Admiral Magneghi would be a dis- 
tinguished figure, even if dressed in the severe 
habit of an American citizen. Attired as he 
Was 00 this occasion, inthe uniform of his rank, 
with a spirit of bonbommie, which for the time 
being broke down the barriers between all 
nationalities, his appearance quickly attracted 
the attention of those present. He was received 
with every dewonstration becoming his rank. 

He said that he would not attempt to address 
them in his own language. He hoped that he 
would be able to say — in English, al- 
though he feared that his familiarity with that 
tongue would not enable him to express his 
sentiments. He said that there was perhaps a 
closer feeling between the United States and 
Italy than there was between the United States 
and any other country represented, for the 
reason that Italy gave the man that discovered 
America. When the speaker named Co- 
lumbus it was the signal for the 
whole party to raise their glasses. When a 
little later he coupled the name of Washington 
with that of Garibaldi there was another de- 
mobstration of approval and fellowbhip. 6 
also referred to the fact that it was Italy which 
had given an astronomer who had discovered 
the four eatellites of Jupiter. The speaner 
paused for a moment after this announcement, 
and then added a fitting climax: “ But it has 
remained for America to discover the fifth.’ 
This clever stroke on the part of the speaker 
brought the entire party to their feet. 

Admiral Magnazhi then spoke of the wonders 
of America which had been unfolded to the 
visitors, and he regretted that their stay was so 
limited as to prevent them secing others, of 
which they had been told. He then proposed 
the health of the President of the United States, 
which was drunk standing. 

President Higginbotham then called upon 
Gen. Miles, and the Indian fighter made a brief

President Higinbotham announced that the 
expositios grounds aud everything in them was 
the property for che remainder of the day of the 
guests. They were left from that time on to 
visit the buildings, make voyages in launches, or 
do as they pleased. Thoy left tlie hall in squads 
under the direction of committees. Admiral 
agnege took occasion to express officially 
through the presse his high appreciation of the 
manifold courtesies extendedto the party dur- 
ing theif stay in this city, aud his thanks on be- 
half of the gentiomen of the eight great powers 
of the world, to the city and its Mayor, to the 
Union League and the Chicago clubs, to the 
governmeiit and local Board ef Administration 
of the World's Fair, and to all others who had 
contributed to their official and personal énter- 
tainment.

inittee on Awards. The contention ia made that 
the Government having failed to carry out its 
part of the agreement as to the appropriation 
the contract is vitiated, and the Direvtore may 
do as they please as to the opening or closing 
on Sunday.

UNDER THE ELECTRIC GLARE. 


The First Grand Illumination of the Ex- 


position Grounds. 


CHICAGO, May’8.—From a shadowy recess at 
she entrance to the Electricity Building, the 
statue of Benjamin Franklin looked out to- 
night over the Court of Honor. Before his 
stony eyes there was unfolded 4 scene of rare 
beauty. In the twinkling ofan eye upon the 
édge of the cornices of the Administration 
Building, following the lines of its rectangular 
| wings, sprang into existence 4,000 golden stars. 
Alorg a balcony, midway up the sides of the 
glowing dome, were rows of immense torches 
with their flickering flames streaming out in 
the wind. Within, myriads of lights in branch- 
ing candelabra, looking like shining five-leaved 
élover, lit up the blue and white and golden 
dome. 

At the other end of the lagoon the peristyle 
held aloft a asaingle row of glittering lights. 


Above this golden band there stood outlined 
against the dark sky the musoular figures of 
stalwart red wen, loo ~ dowa in aboriginal 
stoicism upon the splendid seene below. Be- 
tween the columns of the peristyle the glow of 
light streamed out over the waters of the lake, 
on whose bosom stately steamers moved. 

Between the Administration Building and the 
peristyle lay the peaceful lagoon, ite dark sur- 
face broken into ripples by the prows of gon- 
dolas and launches. In its inky depthe the 
tows of lights on the surrounding buildings 
were reflected in lines broken into a thousand 
fantastic shapes by the wavelets. From three 
great lights on the edges of the lagoon power- 
ful mechanisms threw cloudy columns of elec- 
tric lights across the Court vf Honor. These 
white streams of lignt were like  bril- 
liant milky ways in a heaven filled 
only with euns or planets. In _ their 
searching light, turned hither and yon, figures 
typifying Agriculture and Abundance, and the 
gilded figure of Diana on the Agricultursl 
Building, took on a new beauty. Macmonnie’s 
fountain showed like a marble intaglio against 
the black crowds on the plaza behind. The 
horses of Percheron, and the bulls and the 
reindeer which ornament the approaches to 
the bridges over the lagoon, became hnge 
and grotesque in the changing lights. 
And over all, in the cool night air, floated 
strains of music which gave expression 
to the delight which 20,000 people who saw the 
World’s’s Fair wonderful display could not 
otherwise express. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 


An Interesting Photographic Exhibit for 
the Fair. 


STORY OF 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—When the exhibit of the 
State Department is finally installed at the 
World’s Fair, Chicago, not the least interesting 
feature will be the collection of photographs of 
buildings it has occupied from its first organiza- 
tion to the present. The oollection is the 
property of Mr. John H. Hoswell, Chief of 
the Bureau of Indexes and Archives, whose 
knowledge of the history of the department 
is probably more extensive than that of any 
other person, aud has been loaned to the Gov- 
ernment board to complete the showing made 
by, the department. It has been impossible to 
secure photographs or other views of all the 
buildings that have housed the State Depart- 
ment from the beginning, but the exceptions 
are few, and from a historical point of view 
ubimportant. 

The first one shown is the house at 13 Bouth 
Sixth Street, Philadelphia, occupied from 


October, i781, until 1783, when R. R. 
Livingston was Seeretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs under the Continental Con- 
gress. After Mr. Livingston resigned, the 
offiee remained vacant until December, 1784, 
the President of the Congress ex officio per- 
forming ite duties. In January, 1785, the de- 
partment wae situated at the corner of Broad 
and Pearl Streets, New-York, where it remained 
until May, 1788. Later it was transferred to a 
house on Lower Broadway, which is not in- 
cluded in the series of pictures. The 
mext year, 1790, Congress having re- 
turned to Philadelphia, the department 
successively occupied buildings on Market 
Street, at the corner of Fifth and Areh, and on 
North Alley, views of none of which have been 
preserved. From North Alley, in 1798, it went 
to a housé next to the corner of Fifth and 
Chestnut Streets, the other executive depart- 
ments beiug on thecorner. Adjoining the Ktate 
Department on the other side was the residence 
of the famous painter, Daniel Sully, which is 
also shown ih the picture, 

During its sojourn here, yellow fever ap- 
peared, and the seat of governinent was tem- 
porarily trausférred te the State House at 
Trénton, N. J., from August to November, 17938. 
The State House of that period bears a striking 
resembianceé to the schoolhouse of remote and 
Fs Be vee districts of to-day. The removal 
of the department with the rest of the Govy- 
érimept to Washington was eifected in 1800, 
but it was not until the following year that it 
found lodgmentin the old Seventeenth Btrect 
structure. 

In the interim it wae domiciled in the origi- 
nal Treasury Building, opposite F Street, and in 
what was known as the ‘Six Buildings” on 
Pennsylvania Avente, near Twentieth Street. 
These aré not shown iuthe collection. The de- 
parent temained in the Seventeenth Street 

ulldiug uutil 1814, when, warned by Monroe, 
who was ino Virginia, of the approach of 
the British troops toward the capital, the 
archives were oarried in August, 1814, to the 
barn of the Rev. Dr. Penniman, near Lees- 
burg, and secreted until Sept. 5, when they 
were returned to Washington and placed in the 
house which stood on the present site of the 
Columbia Athletic Club on G Street. This house 


Generai Worth, and in it Col. 
had been Washington's private seorstary, com- 
mitted suicide. . 

After the ravages of the war had been re- 
moved, the department again took up its career 


and remained until a new home was provided 
for it. This was at the corner of fifteenth 
Street and Pennsylvania Avenue, atthe north 
end of the present Treasury Department. Here 
it found a resting place from January, 
1820, until October, 1806, when the march of 
lmprovement and the necessities of the Treasury 
Department forced it to seck new quarters. 
While its present magnificent home was being 
erected, the State Department was conducted in 
| the orphan asylum corner of Fourteenth and 8 
Streets. Here it was cared for until July, 1875, 
| when the south wing of the State, War, and 
| Navy Buildings opened to receive it, and its 
| wanderings ceased.

IT INTERESTS ‘JERSEY 
“The Times’s” Story of Green-Goods Men 
Across the River Bears Fruit. 


Copies of Sunday’s edition of Tok New-York 
TIMES were at a premium in Jersey City Sunday 
afternoon. Everybody wanted to read the ex- 
posure of the facility with whioh the green-zgoods 
swindlers had carried on their operations there, 
apparently undisturbed by the police. Subse- 
quent events seemed to indicate that Jersey City 
policemen read the story and found it a stimu- 
lus to action. 

“Tg it not possible for your men to drive out 
thease organized gangs!” asked a New-York 
TIMES reporter yesterday of Superintendent of 
Police Smith of Jersey City. 

‘“‘There are no such gangs in this city, I can 
unhesitatingly assure you,’ replied the Super- 
intendent. “* We wouldn’t tolerate them.” 

“ But THe New-York Times on Sunday con- 
clusively proved that they had been infesting 


the Heights and sending out their circulars 
from there by the tronkload, utilizing the ex- 
press companies for that purpose,’”’ persisted 
the reporter. 

“Well,” rejoined the Superintendent, “I 
should modify ny statement to this extent: If 
these scamps come over here from New-York or 
anywhere else, they never stay long in one 
place. It ia difficult matter to obtain evidence 
on which to hold or convict them. When we 
catch some countryman whom they have vic- 
timized he refuses to testify against them, be- 
cause to do so would be to admit that he is a 
worse thief than those who play on his dishon- 
est greed.”’ 

“But Anthony Comstock seems to have had 
no difficulty in locating a gang of them in Sher- 
man Avenue, who numbered about fifty in all.” 

«I take no etock in Mr. Comstock’s raids and 
crusades,” replied the Superintendent. “ He 
works for newspaper notoriety. If he were in 
earnest, why didn’t be come to us and ask for 
our assistance or co-operation t

OPENING THE INDIAN LANDS. 


Mr. Hicks Would Have Them Leased on 
an Annual Rental. 





An appeal will be addressed to President 
Cleveland in an open letterin the Jllusiraied 
American issued to-day, by Mr. W. R. Hicks, who 
will call the attention of the President to what 
he calls the evils inherent in the present method 
of opening the Indian lands. 

Mr. Hicks says that two events of great im- 
portance to the Indian race are about to hap- 
pen. One is the opening of the Cherokee Strip 
to settlement, and the other is the appoint 
ment of the commission of three to negotiate 
with the tribes in the Southwest for the rest of 
their lands.

BOTH OHARGE CONSPIRACY. 
General Electric Officers Say the Westing- 
house Is Trying to Injure Them. 


Lynx, Mass., May 8.—General Superintendent 
E. W. Rice, Jr, of the General Electric Com- 
pany said to-day concerning the accusation’ 
of the Westinghouse Company that the Ge 
eral Electric Company had stolen blue prints 
from them: 

“Referring to the visit of the Westinghouse 
Company to the Lynn works last Thursday, I 
desire to state that they obtained admission to 
the factory and my office in a highly-Improper 
manner, by leading the attendants to think 
they were customers of the company,\and that 
they wanted to see certain plans of a railroad. 

“They said that they had been given to th 
company by one of the members of the party. 
They gained access to my desk and my private 

apers, but they did not find any of the West- 

nghouse blue prints. I consider thatthe action 

of the Westinghouse Company in this affair is 
only part of the general rene which they have 
adopted to injure the General Electric Com- 
pany.” 

PitTsBuRG, May 8.—John Butler, one of the 
men arrested at the instance of the Weating- 
house Electric Company on the charge of con- 
spiracy with others to steal blue prints and 
other valuable papers belonging to the Weating- 
house Company for the benefit of the General 
Electric Company, was to-day released on bail 
of $300. 

William J. Clark, General Agent of the rail- 
way department of the General Electric Com- 
pany, had to assure ascore or more of inquiring 
friends yesterday that he was not under arrest, 
nor, in his. opinion, likely to be. He does not 
attach much importance to the charges of con- 
apiracy preferred at Pittsburg by the Westing- 
house and Electric Manufacturing Company. 
He was seen bya New-York Times reporter 
yesterday afternoon at the officed of the Edison 
Company, 44 Broad Street.

LIZZIE BORDEN ARRAIGNED. 


She Pleaded Not Guilty to the Charge of 
Murdering Her Parents, 





NEW-BEDFORD, Mass., May 8.—Lizzie Borden, 
who has been an inmate of Taunton Jail ever’ 
since August last under indictment for the mur- 
der, on Aug. 4,in Fall River, of her father, 
Andrew Jackson Borden, and her stepmother, 
Abbie Durfee Borden. was arraigned this after- 
noon in the Superior Court. 

She was perfectly calm in the courtroom when 
the indictments were read. To each of the 
three she replied: “I am not guilty.”” She did 
not seem to be stolid or stubborn, but acted as 
though she was fully alive to the gravity of the 
situation. :

MYSTERY OF BARD'S WOODS. 


Was the Dead Body Found There That of 
Wife Murderer Best? 





Krnostox, N. Y., May 8.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the finding of the body of a man 
nearly wasted to a skeleton in Bard’s Woods, 
near Annandale, on April 29, will probably 
never be satisfactorily cleared up, but a theory 
about the identity of the man has been ad- 
vanced which gives the case a sensational 
aspect. The body is thought to be that of Alonzo 
Best, a wife murderer who has not been seen or 
heard of since the committal of the crime early 
last Fall 

Atthat time Alonzo Best, who lived with his 
family in Clermont, assaulted his wife while in 
a drunken frenzy, and she died after lingering 
in great agony for several days. Her body was 
disinterred and a post-mortem examination re- 
vealed the fact that she had died from the in- 
juries received at her husband’s hands. ° 

Immediate!y after this discovery Best disap- 
peared. An active search was made for him, 
but not the siightest clue to his whereabouts 
could be found. It is thought the murderer 
wandered toward Annandale, which is about 
tifteen miles from Clermont, and in the woods 
destroyed himself. There was a rope about the 
man’s neck when he was found, which gave 
evidence that he had hanged himself. In the 
course of time the rope broke from exposure to 
the weather and let the body fall where it 
was found, beneath a tree with branches well 
suited for the deed. The height and apparent 
age of the dead man corresponded with Best's, 
but the features were so wasted from decay 
that they were unrecognizable. 

The unknown body was buried at Red Hook, 
eo it can never be known fof a certainty that it 
was the remains of the wife murderer,

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ONE GAME FOR BROOKLYN 


GIANTS WERE BEATEN WITH AP- 
PARENT EASE BY FOUT2’S MEN, 





The Contest Was Characterized ;by Poor 
Batting, Base Running, and Fielding on 
the Part of the New-York Aggregation— 
Harry Lyons, Who Might Have Saved 
the Game, Laid Off to Make Room for 
an Inferior Player for Some Unknown 
Reason—New-York Men Unhappy. 


Weak batting, wretched fielding, and poor judg- 
ment in base running marked the game of ball 
played against the Brooklyn Club by the New-York 
team at Eastern Park yesterday afternoon. Burke, 
Tiernan, Ward, Keeler, and Doyle, all big hitters, 
so the records say, just tapped the ballin the most 
gentle fashion. They appeared to be suffering from 
hypnotism, and Stein, although he sent the ball over 
the plate without any apparent effort and without 
any alarming degree of speed, appeared to have the 
big New-York batsmen completely at his mercy. As 
a@matter of fact, Fuller and Davis were the only 
players able to do any batting. 

Thus far this season the Giants have played three 
gamesaway from home, and, strange to say, they 
have lost all of them. On the Po!o Grounds they are 
as frisky as colts, but away from home on @ strange 
diamond they resemble a lot of leg-weary six-day 
pedestrians, and make little or no effort to win. The 
followers of the game in this city when they learned 
of the two defeats received in Washington last week 
Were somewhat surprised. After watching Ward 
and his men put up two creditable games against 
the Boston champions, they were justified in believ- 
ing that the Giants were going to annihilate the 
Senators. Imagine their surprise when the two de- 
feate were administered. The game put up at East- 
ern Park yesterday, however, explains all; at home 
the New- Yorks are ball players of the first water, 
bat abroad they are the same old Giants. 

There is something radjcally wrong im the man- 
agement of the clu). Here is an example. When 
the spectators bought their score cards at Eastern 
Park yesterday they were surprised to see Keeler’s 
name in centre field substituted for that of Lyons. 

“ What does this mean?” they asked in surprise. 
‘Davis and Lyons are the only two men on the 
team playing good ball and hitting well. Lyons is 
admitted by all to be the equal of any fielder in the 
business and a first-class base rnnner. Asa bate. 
man this year he has excelled every man on the 
team with the exception of Davis, Ward, and Tier- 
nan. Uptothis morning he is ahead of Connor, 
Burke, and Doyle, all men with big reputations as 
hitters. In the field he has accepted more chances 
than either Burke or Tiernan, averaging three plays 
to a game. 

Why Lyons, ayoung ambitious player, should be 
replaced by Keeler,a man whohas never had any 
experience in the outfield, puzzled the followers of 
the Giants yesterday. Who is to blame? Surely 
Manager Ward, whose knowledge of baseball is first- 
class, cannot be guilty of thie mistake. It is barely 


possible that the statement made by a dyspeptic 
writer who has a fancied grievance against Lyons 
that he is not a first-class batemau, has indaced the 
stockholders to make the change. Stockholders 
have, on more than one occasion, injured the inter- 
este of the local club, and if they are guilty in this 
he is time for Manager Ward to assert his 
r ts. 

ere is the record of Keeler yesterday—no runs, no 
base hits, no put outs, no assists, no errors. Lyons 
has made one or more hits in every game, and he has 
averaged pearly a run to # game. In the sixth in- 
ning yesterday Griffin made a home run with two 
out on &@ ball that would have been an easy catch for 
Lyons. But Keeler, unfamiliar with the position, 
was playing close to second base and the tly went 
over his head. This one hit alone gave Brooklyn 
three runsand the game. ‘These are cold facts, and 
ought to be food for reflection for some of the offi- 
ciale of the local clab, 

Griffin began the game for Brooklyn in the first 
inning by getting his vase on bails. He stole to 
second and scored on a hit by Burns. It was in the 
sixth inning that Brooklyn won the game. Dailey, 
who was substituted for Burns after the opening 
inning, took two bases on Rusie’s overthrow wo first 
base. Shoch sacriticed and Daly got iis base on an- 
other error by Rusie, scoring wailey. Richardson's 
hit sent Daly to third, and he came in a 
moment later om Corcoran’s tly to the 
infield.

TEST OF THE OHINESE LAW. 


_Records of the New-York Cases Filed in 
the Federal Supreme Court. 





WASHINGTON, May 8.—The records of the pro- - 
ceedings in the Federal courts in New-York Sat 
urday in what are known as the Chinese ex- 
clusion eases were filed to-day in the Supreme 
Court by Mr. T. D. Riordan of San Francisco, 
counsel for the Six Companies. 

These are the cases in which petitions are 
made for the issuing of writs of habeas corpus 
in behalf of Chinese arrested and held by John 
W. Jacobus, United States Marshal for the South- 
ern District of New-York. The petitioners are 
Fong Yue Ting, Wong Quan, and Lee Joe. The 
record in the case of Lee Joe shows that it is in- 
tended to test a separate point in the law, or at 
least a construction of thelaw made by the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenne in New-York. The 
Collector refused to accept a Chinese witness as 
to the identity of Lee Joe when the latter ap- 
plied for a certificate. The law requires the 
evidence of a white witness in court, bas is si- 
lent as to the nationality or racial o 
tics of witnesses before the Collector, and it is 
said this point will play no unimportant part 
in the proceedings. 

The briefs of the counsel in the case, because 
of the very short time allowed for their prepa- 
ration, are notyet in print,and probably will 
not be until Wednesday. Solicitor General 
Aldrich will represent the Government in the 
argument befote the Supreme Court upon the 
appeal from the judgment of the Circuit Co 
and Mesars.

TARIFF REVISION AND A SUGAR TAX, 


A revision of the tariff by putting certain 
prominent raw materials on the free list 
and cutting down the duties on manufact- 
ured goods, as far as this can be done with 
due regard for the welfare of the industries 
affected, will cause a considerable loss of 
revénue. First, there is the loss due to the 
abolition of the duties on raw materials. 

We know very nearly what this loss would 
be. Second, there is the loss due to the re- 
duction of duties on manufactured goods, 

and this cannot be estimated with any cer- 
tainty. But it is probable that the loss 
from both causes would be at least 
$50,000,000, and it might be $80,000,000 
or even $90,000,000. 

The effect of such a revision may be 

illustrated by taking the schedule of wool 
and woolens for an example. The removal 
of the duties on wool, the raw material, 

would reduce the revenue by $7,800,000, 

upon the basis of last year’s importations. 

The duties collected last year on woolen 

goods amounted to $34,300,000, which 

was almost 96 per cent. of the value 

of the goods, that value having been 

$35,800,000 in round numbers. If in 

the revision the average duty on 

woolen goods should be reduced to 32 per 

cent., or one-third of the present rate, the 

revenue would be only one-third of 

$34,300,000, if the quantity imported 

should be neither increased nor diminished. 

Here would be a loss of more than 

$22,000,000. The old revenue could not 

be obtained unless the quantity imported 

should be multiplied by three. So great 

an increase of imports would cripple the 

woolen industries of this country. There 

are indications that Congress may make 

the average duty on woolen goods about 

85 per cent. The adoption of this rate 

would cause the imports to be increased in 

some measure, but the increase would by no 

means be sufficient to make up the loss of 

revenue, and wedo not think it will be 

the policy of the revisers to cause 

an increase that would injure the 

domestic manufacturers. A revenue 
tariff is the ultimate goal, but 

1t may not be expedient to reach it by one 

leap. Upon the plan of revision we bave 

referred to there must be a loss of revenue 
in this schedule, with respect to woolen 
goods as well as with respect to wool, and 
the same effect would be seen in other 
schedules. The revenue thus cut off can- 
not be spared. 

We spoke a few days ago of two projects 
for raising additional revenue. One of 
them is that the old duty on raw sugar 
shall be restored and that coffee shall be 
made dutiable at 3 cents a pound. The 
average duty on raw sugar under the 
old tariff was about 2 cents a 
pound. If this duty had been ap- 
plied to the impgrts of last year it 
would have yielded a revenue of about 
$71,000,000, and the proposed coffee tax 
would have added $19,000,000. The con- 
sumption of sugar has been increased by 
the removal of this duty, because the 
change has reduced the cost of sugar by 
about 2 cents a pound. If the tax 
should be restored, the quantity con- 
sumed would probably be decreased, but 
as the bounty law, which costs the Gov- 
ernment about $9,000,000, would at the 
same time be repealed, the Treasury. 
would gain in the neighborhood of 
$70,000,000. This duty would be protec- 
tive seo far asthe cane sugar of Louisiana 
and the beet sugar of Nebraska and Cali- 
fornia are concerned. The greed of the 
Sugar Trust could be restrained by making 
the duty on refined sugar equal to the duty 
on raw sugar. 

The chief objection to the imposition of 
this duty on sugar would be that the col- 
lection of the tax would increase the cost 
of sugar to every consumer by 2 cents a 
pound. Itis true that almost the entire 
benefit of the impost would be en- 
joyed by the Treasury, the quantity of 
domestic cane sugar and beet sugar 
being comparatively small, but the aver- 
age citizen would complain that the 
party in power had largély increased the 
cost of one of the necessaries of life. The 
effect of the tax would be felt at once, and 
there would be no room for doubt about it. 
It could be said justly that by increasing 
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abled to reduce the cost of woolen goods 
and other manufactured products, but the 
etiect of the revision with respect tothe cost 
of protected goods would not be seen so 
clearly or so quickly as the consider- 
able addition to the cost of sugar. 
Those who are thoroughly familiar with 
the operation of tariff duties and 
acquainted with the difficulties which con- 
front the revisers might commend the tax- 
ing of sugar, but we do not think they 
would be a majority. From some points of 
view the restoration of the sugar tax that 
was removed by the McKinley bill seems 
the easiest and most satisfactory solution 
of the problem, but all the projects for 
maintaining the revenue after a logical 
and just revision of the tariff should bo 
freely discussed.

A CASE IN PSYCHOLOGY. 


“I desire to say thatI am absolutely in- 
nocent,” were the last words of CARLYLE 
W. Harris, spokenin a feeble voice to the 
Warden of Sing Sing Prison, after the con- 


demned man had taken his seat in the fatal 


chair, To those who were disposed to doubt 
his guilt these words will be a confirmation 
of their doubts, perhaps, but to those who 
are convinced that his guilt was proved 
they will have only a psychological in- 
terest. ; 

HARRIS was evidently no devout believer 
in the doctrine of future retribution. If he 
had been, he would probably have been de- 
terred from the vicious indulgences to 
which he was addicted, in spite of the 
promptings of an ill-regulated temper- 
ament, and would have been aghast 
at the suggestion of such a _ crime 
as he resorted to in the hope of es- 
caping some of the consequences of his pre- 
vious wickedness and folly. He was able, 
therefore, to pursue boldly and persistently 
the theory of innocence, which was his 
only refuge. 

To deny his guilt was only to lie, and his 
life had been a tissue of falsehood in word 
and act for the gratification of selfish im- 
pulses. Nobody is likely to question that 
he would persist in lying to escape the pen- 
alty of his crime, so long as there was a 
possible chance. Would he lie in the face 
of death, when the last ray of hope was 
gone, to save his name and his family from 
the obloqguy of admitted guilt? Perhaps 
not, if he had been brought to a belief in 
the retribution of a life to come in the 
awful sense in which it has been taught 


for centuries inthe Christian Church. But 


there was no sign that he had such a belief. 
He evidently did not think that persisting 
ina denial with hia latest breath, evenif 
that denial was false, would make any dif- 
ference with his fate when the fatal shock 
came and left his lifeless body to an autop- 
sy that wouldreveal nothing as to the soul’s 
condition. His conduct at the last moment 
may be a matter of psychological interest, 
but it proves nothing as to guilt or inno- 
cence. 











THE WORLD’S FAIR FINANCES. 
The managers of the World’s Fair at 
Chicago will soon begin to figure with 
some anxiety upon the financial prospects 
of their great undertaking. To be sure, 
the attendance during the first week 
affords little indication of what is to be 
expected, but it is not wholly without sig- 
nificance. Theimpression was spread far 
and wide that the exposition was not yet 
in shape to be seen to advantage, and no 
doubtthe mass of intending visitors will 
hold back untilit is in complete order. Ex- 
cepton the opening day the attendance was 
decidedly slim, and was drawn mainly from 
the local population. In fact, it was calcu- 
lated that on the opening day, with its 
great throng, not more that 25,000 of the 
visitors came from a distance. But any ex- 
position must depend, to an extent that is 
not generally appreciated, upon repeated 
visits from a large local population much 
more than upon great numbers froma dis- 
tance. 

The average daily attendance at the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition at Philadelphia in 
1876 was about 61,000 for the six months, 
the gates being closed on Sundays. It 
opened on the 10th of May, and during 
that month the average number of admis- 
sions was about 28,000; on special State 
days the attendance arose to 100,000 and 
more, and on the Pennsylvania day it ex- 
ceeded 250,000, These figures apply to 
paid admissions. At the Paris Exposition 
of 1889 the average attendance on week 
days was about 125,000 and on Sundays 
300,000, but the entrance fee was only a 
franc and tickets were sold at a discount 
by thethousands. Besides, Paris has much 
more than twice the local population of 
Chicago, and is constantly visited by great 
numbers of travelers and pleasure seekers. 
The number of paid admissions at Chicago 
on the opening day was over 155,000, but 
it fell at once to 30,000 or less. The aver- 
age for the week, including the opening 
day, wasabout 43,000, and for the five 
days, exclusive of the opening, it was only 
about 26,000. This means daily receipts 
of less than $14,000. 

But what must be done, taking the whole 


for the fair? The structures in Jackson 
Park have cost over $33,000,000, of which 
more than $18,000,000 has been contribut- 
ed by National and State Governments, 
and from sources that are not to be reim- 
bursed. The exposition company has out 
something over $4,000,000 of 6 per cent. 
debenture bonds, payable Jan. 1, 1894, and 
has a loan of $5,000,000 from the City of 
Chicago, secured by bonds. The stock sub- 
scriptions amount to $5,553,760, and are 
to be repaid if the financial results warrant 
it. Otherwise, the subscribers will lose 
their money, but the loans must be repaid 
unless the concern is to acknowledge fail- 
ure and bankruptcy. The remaining ex- 
penses are estimated at about $45,000 a 
day, and it is expected that they will be 
met by receipts from concessions, though 
no close estimate of those receipts has been 
made. 

Assuming that the whole outlay of 
$15,000,000 in round numbers, derived 
from loans and stock subscriptions, is 
to be repaid, and that concessions will 
pay the running expenses, the gate re- 
ceipts would need to exceed a daily aver- 
age of $80,000 for the 183 days from May 
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mean a paying attendance of consider- 
ably more than 160,000 per day on the 
average for six months. What chance is. 
there of that, especially if the grounds 
should be kept closed on Sunday? No 
doubt the fair will draw an unprecedented 
number of visitors from a distance, but, 
like all other exhibitions of the kind, it 
will still have to rely mainly for its daily 
average upon the population of Chicagoand 
of the country within a few hours’ travel 
of that city. It is safe to say that the 
number to be drawn from that field would 
be three or four times as great on Sunday 
as on any other day, to say nothing of the 
visitors from other parts. There is little 
chance that the stock subscribers will 
be repaid, and to meet the loans every at- 
traction will have to be held out and every 
obstacle removed. To close the gates on 
Sunday probably means bankruptcy for 
the Columbian Exposition Company. 








RUSKIN AS LAUREATE, 

If it is to be seriously regarded at all, 
the offering of the Poet Laureateship to 
RusKIN must be regarded asa formal recog- 
nition of a sort of literary primacy in the 
recipient. RUSKIN’s poetry has mostly 
been written in prose, and even in that 
form there is no hope of any more of it. 

The Laureate is expected to write some- 
thing from year to year, as royal births, 


marriages, or deaths occur, and that Mr.’ 


GLADSTONE should make this tardy offer of 
the bays to an inarticulate paralytic who 
has for years stood on the verge of-the 
grave is scarcely less surprising than that 
he should have chosen a writer universally 
landed for his matchless prose, and scarcely 
known at all as a writer of verse. 

Perhaps the appointment is merely sar- 
castic and jocose, Mr. GLADSTONE’s pleas- 
ant gibe at the Laureateship as an institu- 
tion; but at any rate wo venture the 
hypothesis that it was made after consul- 
tation with and on the advice of Mr. La- 
BOUCHERE and Mr. WHISTLER. 

In the present condition of English poetry 
to appoint anybody but Mr. SWINBURNE 
furnishes ludicrous evidence of the nar- 
rowness and obduracy of the British mind. 
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VACCINATION AGAINST CHOLERA. 

Dr. HAFFKINE of the Pasteur Institute 
has an article in the Fortnightly Review 
giving the results of the investigations 
upon the subject of vaccination against 
cholera. He describes minutely the series 
of inquiries which resulted in his obtain- 
ing the material which he uses as vaccine. 
The writer indeed does not touch upon one 
point. Cholera does not belong to that type 
of infectious diseases in which one attack 
gives subsequent immunity, and this fact 
would appear to offer a serious obstacle to 
its prevention or control by any form of 
vaccination. 

It was only after many experiments had 
been made on animals of widely different 
species, demonstrating the perfect harm- 4 
lessness of the process and its absolute 
efticaciousness, that it was tried on human 
beings. Dr. Harrkinr wished to be the 
first object of the -experiment, but another 
enthusiast of science, Mr. VILBONCHE- 
VITCH, insisted the experiment should be 
first tried on him. The vaccination was 
performed also on forty other persons. 
In.some of these operations Dr.. Harr- 
KINE modified the process by using 
vaccines preserved in phenic acid, 
instead of living vaccines. It was found 
that the dead vaccines served the purpose 
just as well as the living ones. These mi- 
crobes act by means of the substances they 
create. . They quickly perish as soon as 
they are introduced into the body of the 
subject, as has been demonstrated in the 
case of the experiments on guinea pigs. 
The little parasite may as well, therefore, 
be killed before injection, for the substances 
contained in its corpse will still exercise a 








‘yery powerful effect. But the dead vac- 


cines have many advantages over the liv- 
ing ones. They may be handled with ab- 
solute security, and they may be trusted to 
an unskilled operator. The fact that they 
are dead allows of their preservation for 
any period of time. 

Whether the vaccines be dead or living, 
the symptoms felt by the vaccinated per- 
sons are about the same—a headache, a lit- 
tle fever, anda dull pain at the place of 
inoculation. Prof. Grssarp of Val. de 
Grice, one of the first persons to be inocu- 
lated, says that the symptoms are no worse 
than those of a strong cold in the head or a 
slight touch of influenza. These symptoms 
usually disappear in twenty-four hours, 
There remains only a sensitiveness and a 
hardening of the skin, which, however, 
disappears in three to five days. There 
have been about 100 injections performed 
on human beings with perfectly harmless 
results. In the numerous experiments 
which Dr, HArrKINEr made on animals, not 
one has been lost. These facts seem to 
show the harmlessness of the operation. 

There is no difficulty 1ndemonstrating its 
efficaciousness in the case of any animal. 
The custom is to take ten rabbits, guinea 
pigs, or pigeons, and to inoculate five of 
them with the process in question, and to 
leave the other five in their original con- 
dition. Afterward, a sufficient dose of the 
The 
five inoculated animals hardly suffer at all, 
the five others die eight days afterward, 
with symptoms characteristic of the infec- 
tion. Alarge number of the operations 
have been performed on animals, always 
with the same success. 

It is obvious that the experiment cannot 
be performed upon men. If an experiment 
could be made upon them similar to the. 
famous one of PasTEUR in 1881 in vacci- 
nating sheep against anthrax, we should be 
able to have an immediate solution of the 
question of efficacy of cholera vaccination. 
PASTEUR vaccinated twenty-five sheep, 
and twenty-five other sheep were kept 
as ‘“‘ witnesses.” Twelve days afterward 
the fifty animals were inoculated with the 
deadly virus of anthrax. The twenty-five 
vaccinated sheep did not suffer, while the 
twenty-five “witnesses” died within forty- 
Men, of cpurse, cannot be 
made In the eighteenth 
century such experiments were made upon 
persons to death, but they 
would not be possible in this age. Strauge 
to say, however, there are persons who are

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nesses,” Dr, HAFFKINE has received such 
proposals aud mentions the case of one 
French doctor who offered himself as a sub- 
ject of inoculation—of course, understand- 
ing that he was going to almost certain 
‘death, When Dr. HAFFKINE represented 
that he might be held judicially responsi- 
ble for his death, he said: ‘‘ I know how to 
go about the business; I am myself a doc- 
tor; you need only mislay a syringe full of 
virus in your laboratory.” ; 
It may be objected that, although the 
vaccination may work perfectly well with 
rabbits and pigeons, it may not work with 
men. And Dr. HAFFKINE admits that this 
isnot impossible. But he considers it far 
from probable. A. mammiferous rodent, 
such as a rabbit or a guinea pig, is, from 
an anatomical or physiological point of 
view, much more unlike a bird, such as a 
pigeon, than it is unlike aman. Further- 
more, the symptoms of the vaccination are 
very similar in the case of all animals, and 
this similarity, of course, applies to men. 
‘The experiments in the case of Mr. STAN- 
HOPE, who went to Hamburg after having 
been inoculated, and of M. BADAIRE, who 
swallowed, in the presence of the Paris 
doctors, a choleraie, draught, prepared ex- 
pressly for him, are, of course, not conclu- 
But Dr. HAFrKINE hopes that the 
experiment may be tried on a scale large 
enough to demonstrate its value in some 
of those Eastern countries where cholera 
is a permanent disease. 





ART NOTES. 


—Dr. Max Ohnefalsch-Richter obtained for 
Vienna the beautiful Artemis, a colored statue 
the size of life discovered in a vineyard on Cy- 
prus some years ago by some laborers, wlio 
stole it by night and lost its raised right arm, 
whioh held a torch. The statue has now a niche 
all to itself in the great collection on the Ring- 
Strasse, open to the public, but the property of 
the Austrian Crown. Its beauty is great, but 
its archwological interest is at least equal. The 
Cypriote sculptor has retained the archaic type 
of Diana in a clever way. He has made the fig- 
ure itself that of a lovely woman draped, but 
placed under her lert arm, as if she leaned on 
it, @ small statue of the original Diana in all her 
archaic stittness, warlike attire and severe 
drapery. This statue was offered to the best 
dealers in Paris, to the British Museum, and to 
the Berlin Museum by the aid of photographs, 
but was rejected or mpgiostes by all these, when 
the Viennese heard of it and hought it. Then 
connoisseurs went to see it in Paris, where it 

‘had been for some months, and reeognized the 
fact that they had missed a great work of art. 
It is pow one of the most valued objects in the 
Imperial Museum at Vienna. 

—Gémito madea statuctte of Meissonier, which 
is said by those who knew the master weil to 
represent him to the life. He stands palette in 
hand, clad in his -working jacket and riding 
breeches. He bends his large head forward, 
twists his body, and half closes his eyes, as if 
noting the effect of a brush stroke. The move- 
ment suggested by M. Antonin Merolé is very 
different, for that sculptor has interpreted him 
as a thinker and dreamer, following Meisso- 
nier’s own idea of himself as expressed in the 
famous seated portrait, clad in a gorgeous 

own and resting his head on hand, the portrait 
= which Meissonier tried to disguise his little 
egs. 

—A stained glass window made in Munieh wil! 
soon be placed in the chapel of the Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis in memory of the officers and 
men who lost their lives in the hurricane at Sa 
moa. The middle panel has a figure of Christ: 
“Then He rose and rebuked the winds and the 
sea; and there was a great calm.” Above and 
below are pictures of the Trenton, Va lia, and 
Nipsic. A tablet below the window will give 
the names of the haif hundred seamen and offi- 
oers who perished in that gale. Pe 

—The Mobile Register speaks of an original 
portrait of Oliver Cromwell on copper by 
“Troutbeck, the Flemish artist,” in the hands 
of Mr. Thomas de Leon. It was left him by 
Dr. Thomas Cooper, his godfather, and the tra- 
dition is that Dr. Cooper, President of South 
Carolina University, bought it in London at 
the end of the last century from ‘the Hertford 
collection. Itis to go to the Worid’s Fair for 
exhibition. 

—The Ecole des Beaux Arta is to show a col- 
lection of modern French authors and journal- 
ists portrayed in peneil, pastel, and olle.

GOLD COMING FROM ST, LOUIS. 


The Banks Have Arranged to Turn Over 
$2,200,000 or More. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—The Treasury Depart- 
ment is gradually building up its gold reserve 
To-day the figure was $97,864,505. It 1s proba- 
ble, however, that during this week gold to the, 
amount of $1,000,000 will be taken for ship- 
ment to Europe. 

Str. Louis, May 8.—The 8t. Louis banks have 
come to the aid of the United States Treasury, 
and to-morrow over $2,000,000 in gold will be 
paid into the Sub-Treasury in exchange for 
“Treasury and national bank notes. No formal 
request for aid of this description was made. 

On Saturday D. R. Francis, on behalf of sev- 
eral banks, call on Sub-Treasurer B. G. Farrar 
and informed him that a large sum of gold 
would be exchanged for notes if it was deemed 
desirable by the Government. The offer was 
accepted, and to-day arrangements were com- 
pleted. All the banks are not prepared to say 

ust how much they will contribute, but enough 
s known to asaure the transfer of af least 
$2,200,000, 

The stock of go]d held by the St. Louls banka 
has been large, and the contribution to the Na- 
tional [Treasury will be second only to that of 
Bosten, which sent $4,500,000, Just when the 
gold will be sent to the Sub-Troasury has not 
yet been determined, but all will be delivered 
by the close of banking hours on Wednesday.

Killed on a Grade Crossing. 

ORANGE, N. J., May 8.—As atrain from Wat- 
sessing approached the High: Street crossing 
to-day a heavy stone wagon driven by Patrick 
Rooney, an old man of about sixty, was seen 
about to cross the track.

COLLEGE BOYS IN BURLESQUE AT 
THE IRVING PLAGE THEATRE. 


“Ivanhoe” Is Much Better Than the Or- 
dinary British Burlesque, and Is Per- 
formed with Plenty of Spirit and No 
Little Skill—Some “High Kicking” 
that Was Practiced on the Football 
Field—Triumph for Joseph G. Lamb 
and His Property Donkey. 


The Strollers, the company of amateur actors 
attached to Columbia College, took possession 
of the stage of the Irving Piace Theatre (for- 
merly Amberg’s) last night, and will remain 
there a week, giving nightly performances, and 
one on Saturday afternoon, for the benefit of 
the Athletic Union of the college and the dra- 
matio club’s own reserve fund. Their new 
piece is a burlesque called “ Ivanhoe,” which is 
much better suited to their purpose than the 
dull apd heavy English burlesque they import- 
ed last year, that must have cost them a large 
sum of money, for British play purveyors know 
how to charge Americans for their goods. 

“Ivanhoe”’ was written by two graduates of 
the Law &éhbdol, Benjamin Aymar and John 
Reginald Blake, after the familiar British mod- 
el, to be sure, with doggerel rhymes and shock- 
ing punse—which are badly slurred, as usual, by 
the performers—but with a commendable light- 
ness of touch and a genuine sense of humor. 
It is both intelligible and interesting, and 
it is also brief, thus permitting the Strollers to 
introduce their dances, which are always cap- 
ita), and their “ specialties,” upon which most 
of the fun in contemporary burlesque depends, 

The piece is elaborately staged and has been 
carefully rehearsed. The scenery is new, 
and the costumes, from “ desigus by de 
Grimm, were made by Dazian. Nothing 
is lacking in the pictures and properties 
that would be looked, for in a produetion by 
Francis Wilson or De Wolf Hopper., The ballet 
girls, some ef whom are more than6 feet in 
height, with the easy, loping gait of athletes and 
ranners, were trained by a professional maitresse 
de baliet, while the chorus singers practiced to 
some purpose under the direction of Mrs. Ryss 
of the Casino. 

Yet all the interest in this exhibition centres 
in the fact that the performers are bright young 
men, who for eloven months of the year 
know the stage only from the auditorium, and 
enter into this annual diversion with a keen 
sense of the humor of their odd trane- 
formation. Among the performers in this 
year’s piece there is probably not one who 
thinks seriously of taking to the stage as a vo- 
cation, and there is surely not one who could 
safely think of doing so, except Mr. Joseph G. 
Lemb, who is an old offender, and cannot be 
spoiled by a little well-intentioned praise of his 
genuine comico talent. 

Mr. Lamb is a born comedian, and .he has 
learned many tricks of the trade. Nothing in 
the current offerings of the hired votaries of 
Eupbrosyneis more amusing than his perfectly

Its 
purpose is shown in the name, and, while at 
present confined to the United States, its found- 
ere propose to make it international, establish- 
ing branches in all the countries in Europe and 
Asia. 

The founders have submitted their plans to 
prominent philanthropists in the Enst, and 
have received encouragement, being ‘arged to 
complete their society in this State and then to 
follow it up in the other Stated. Mrs. Harding, 
in speaking of the organization, said: 

**We believe that within two years there will 
be a great struggle between labor and capital 
in which blood will flow all over the country. 
We would avert this. There is only one way, 
and that is by educating the women of the land, 
especially the wives and daughters of the work- 
ingmen of the land. I have had much expert- 
ence with these women and have found them 
much more bitter in the local struggles than 


their husbands and fathers were. I was in 
Chicago during the last great strike, and being 
engaged in a work that brought me into direct 
contact with the women, found, from personal 
observation, that they were much more vin- 
dictive and unrelenting than were the men. 
“This was because they had not beep educated 
into seeing matters in their true light They 
had been told by their relatives the grievances 
that were theirs,that they were slaves, and 
were being ground down inte the dust. They 
believed all this, for they had no opportunity to 
know better. They welcomed a struggle that 
could end only in the death of those they loved, 
While we will welcome all men and women to 
our ranks, we will make great efforts to secure 
as members the women who depend upon the 
meckanics and laboring men of the country. 
“Our purpose to ereate a sentiment among 
the women of tif land that will foree arbitra- 
tion in all troubles and discourage the calling 
out of militia whenever there Is a trial of 
strength. At the same time we will discourage 
violence of any sort on the part of workingmen. 
We believe that, when the women of the land 
are thoroughly organized and make a united 
demand, those in power, elther in the Gov- 
ernment or in the labor organizations, will not 
dare to disregard our wishes. The present 
troubles are but precursors of what will eome 
and which are inévitable. There is widespread 
discontent among workingmen. I do not pre- 
tend to say whether itis justifiable or not, as it 
is not our mission to enter into al) the disputes 
that may arise from man’s greed or selfishness, 
“Mrs. Lease has been greatly misunderstood 
in the past. She has undoubtedly advocated 
ideas that ashe would now reject. Her public life 
has broadened and enlarged her mind, and inen- 
tering this great work she finds that her past 
efforta have been but educating infinences. She 
is well acquainted with the feelings of mankind, 
and is especially fitted for the duties that she 
has now assumed. In this society she will find 
a field for the abilities that have made her so 
conspicuous, and she will do great good. If 
through the Peace Society she saves but few 
lives, her work will have been & great success.” 
Mrs. Lease, who is at the head of the move- 
ment, works for the improvement of society 
andthe people. She is brilliant and a thor- 
oughly good woman in character. With her 
reformation is a business, and a business that

- Mrs. Dr. Harding is a practical philanthro- 
pist, one whose work is always for the benetit 
of her kind, regardless of compensation. The 
good that she has done in various works has 
cost her much of all she has made by her pro- 
fession. In one respect the two women are rad- 
ically different. One ranges about the inte)- 
lectual field seeking a reform that will benefit 
mankind and at the same time pay her good re- 
turns for her time and energies, while the other 
seeks Only an avenue by which she can reach 
those in need of aid or sympathy.

The quality of silkis improving 
and the variety of the productis being extended. 
It wiliin time be possible to produce silk ata 
lower price than at present, and thus Japan will 
beat her European rivals.” 

“ Why are not American goods sold there as 
extensively as European products?” 

“ Because the demand for the quality of cer- 
tain American goods, such as cotton cloths, is 
not so great as for a coarser kind which Europe 
makes, and because of the cost of transporta- 
tion. When the Panama or Nicaragua Canal is 
completed, the shipments from the United 
States to Japan will inevitably be increased. 
The goods sent from the Atlantic seaboard now 
goaround Cape Horn, and the canal would 
shorten the distance by almost or quite ene- 
half from some Atlantic ports.”

is Last Words Spoken in the Death 
Chamber a Protestation of Innocence— 
Walked to the Electric Chair Without 
Flinching—All Over in an Instant— 
Great Crowds Hover About the Prison— 
Mrs. Harris Receives Reporters — Says 
Her Son Was Murdered. 


fixe Sr @, May 8—Carlyle W. Harris,' con- 
vioted of poisoning his wife, Mary Helen Potts, 
Was executed in the prison here to-day. At 
12:40. o’clock 1,760 volts of electricity were 
rentinto his bods. He died with a declaration 
of abso.ute innocence upon hie lips. 

The execution was attended by more dra- 
matic features within the death chamber, in 
the house overlooking the prison where Har 
ris’s mother and brother were, and about the 
prison generally, than have characterized any 
previous execution here. More than 1,000 per 
eons, most of whom did not belong here, but who 
arrived On morning trains, stood on the hill in 
frent of the prison for hours walting to see the 
black flag run up which would announce to the 
World that Harris was no more. 

Harris slept soundly for six hours of his last 
nighton earth. He was up with the daylight 
to-day and started writing on a statement to 
the pubiic, which he wished given out after his 
death. He ate a big breakfast, and when he had 
finished his writing, about 11 o’olock, he re- 
ceived Chaplain Weills, who prayed with him. 

He refused any sort of stimulants, and stated 
to Warden Durston that whenever he was taken 
to the chair he intended to make a brief state- 
ment to those who were to witness hisend. He 
seemed to know that the execution would take 
place to-day, and said as much when, soon after 
zoon, the Chaplain returned and began to pray 
with him again. 

**Was Harris professing religion before his 
death?” Chaplain Weills was asked after the 
man had been executed. 

“TI hardly know how to answer that,”’ was the 
reply, ‘but he seemed to have high ideas of life 
and death. He was the most intelligentand ap- 
parently sincere condemned man that I have 
ever prepared for execution.” 

At 12:15 o'clock Warden Durston took his

‘Murderer’ Harris. Don’t you dare to sall him 
that. Call him the murdered Harris. Stand up 
forhim. Did he not die bravely? Did he not 
die innocent?” 

The woman was not talking hysterically, but 
slowly and earnestly. 

“Did he not die innocent?” ashe again asked. 
— Was no response save from one man, who 
said: 

“ He bore himself like an innocent man.” 

The silence seemed to anger the woman, and 
she oried again: 

* Did he mot die innocent? Shame on you 
all! Havethe courage to break away from 
your nasty pelitics and answer with a hearty 
yes. You know he did All right-minded men 
and women believed him innocent. That is why 
he died so bravely. 

“The lesson to you young men, if there is a 
lesson, is that if you should ever be charged 
with crime, and you should be innocent, run 
away. Carlyle did not run away, and he has 
been killed for a crime thathe never committed. 
Now, good day.” 





HARRIS’S STATEMENT IN AS BANY. 


Warden Durston Has Mailed It to the 
Superintendent of Prisons. 


Srinc Srxc, May 8.—The. statement that Car- 
lyle W. Harris prepared to be given to the presa 
after his exeoution Warden Durston has sent on 
to Superintendentof Prisons Lathrop. About 
it there was this evening apparently a certain 
amount of equivocation on the part of the 
Warden and of Chaplain Weills, and there were 
stormy interviews between Mrs. Harris and her 
son Allan and Warden Durston. 

Allan asked for the statement soon after his 
brother bad been executed. Warden Durston 
told him that it was in the possession of Chap- 
lain Weills, but that he could probably getit 
when the Chaplain returned from a drive. 
About 6 o’clock the Chaplain returned to the

Bhat it was all right. 

Connaughton went out again, and at 12:38 
returned with Harris. The condemned man 
was dressed in plain black, with no collar or 
necktie. The right leg of his trousers had been 
ut off at the Knee, so that the electrode could 
be applied there, »nd the hair had been cut from 
the crown of the head for the same purpose. 

Harris waiked alone. He stood erect. Chap- 
lain Weills was just bebind him, reading quietly 
the prayer of commendation from the Episcopal 
Prayer Book. The doomed man looked strange 
without his beard, which was shaved off when 
he was taken to the prison. His face was set 
@nud resolute. His eyes had the quizzical ex- 
pression that was peculiar to them. 

He jookea calwiy at the witnesses and then 
atthechar. Without a tremor he walked to 
the chair, and just as he was sitting down said 
ip a voice that was strong and unshaken: 

“I wish to say a word, and I think I have the 
Warden’s permission to say it.’’ 

He motioned to the Warden gracefully as he 
spoke and bowed his head. 

“What is it you wish to say?” asked Warden 
Durston. 

“J bave no further motive for any conceal- 
ment whatever,” answered the man whom life 
was to jeave within ao few seconds. Then be 
raised his head en4 ran bis eyes along the line 
of witnesses’ faces as he continued, “I desire 
to state thatl dic absolutely innocent of the 
crime of which I have been convicted.”’ 

That was all. He settled back in the chair 
and himself adjusted hie limbs for the straps 
andelectrodes. Everything ready, the handker- 
chief was dropped, and the current turned on. 
The body :ce.we rigid. In an instant the lips 

ted and ive airin the lungs was discharged 

y the wuscular contraction. 

The current wae kept on for four seconds at 
1,760 volts. Then it was reduced at once to 150 
volts and continued that way for 51% seconds. 
It was then turned off entirely. The doctors 
went tothe chair, examined the body with in- 
struments, and at 12:43 o'clock pronounced the 
mandead. He really died the instant the cur- 
rent wus turned on. 

Ap autopsy was held on the body soon after. 
The skin was pot marked where the electrodes 
had been applied. All the organs were /ound to 
be in about «a normal condition except the left 
lung, which was almost gone, and one kidney, 
which was small and indicated disease. 

The execution waselike ali of those which 
have been witnessed the past year, a demon- 
stration of the merit of the electrical method of 
capital punishment. It was only four and one- 
halt minutes from the time that Harris was 
brought from his cell to the time that the cur- 
rent was turned on, and a good part of this was 
eonsumed by Harris himself with his declara- 
tion. There was pota hitch anywhere. The 
witnesces suffered much in anticipation of the 
acene, especially those who had not seen an 
execution by electricity, but with the excep- 
tion of one man who fainted, they all withstood 
the ordeai without breaking down. 

When the litrle black flag was run up on the 
pole of the Warden’s house announcing that 
the execution had taken place, Mrs. Harris and 
her son Allan could see it from the window of 
Ambler’s boarding house, where they were 
stopping. Mrs. Harris did not weep. She had 
got past tears. Turning to Allan she simply

Young Allan called on the Warden soon after 
and’ politely asked him if he could have the 
statement which Carlyle had made to take to 
his mother. The Warden was writing. He 
turned on young Allan and said savagely: 

“ Young man, I have been very busy to-day 
and have had to neglect all other business for 
the main one. I have got business here—letters 
to read, telegrams to attend to, and cannot be 
disturbed now. 1 have not that statement.” 

“ But the Chaplain had it,’’ answered Allan. 
aad He is here, and I supposed he had given it to 
you.” 

“Young man,” answered the Warden, “I 
have tried to be as considerate to you and 
obliging as Iconld.

She walked straight 
up to the Warden and asked him for that state- 
ment, reciting her belief he had received it from 
the prison chaplain. 

Then ensued some lond and excited language. 

In a few minutes Mra. Harris came out o: the 
office white in the face with excitement and in- 
dignation. 

“Gentlemen of the press,” she said, “he re- 
fuses to give me the statement which my poor, 
murdered Carl wrote and wbich the Warden 
promised to give. Oh, itis too cruel.” And she 
came near breaking down. 

“ Yos,” she continued, “ he refuses to give it 
to me, and says be has mailed it to Superintend- 
ent Lathrop, and that if I want that original 
copy | will have to getitfrom him. He further 
said if the Superintendent thought it advisable 
it would be given out to the press. 

““The truth is, gentlemen, he dare not print 
it. It tells too much plain truth about Kecorder 
Smyth; but it shall be printed. I shal! goto 
Aibany to-morrow and demand it and have it 
printed, so that the whole world shall know of 
my Carl's innocence. 

‘That statement is no confession.” 

Mrs. Harris had brought with her to the 
prison two besutiful fioral pieces which she 
wished to take in and put on Carlyle’s coffin. 
She sald thatthe Warden would not permit her 
to do it. 

Warden Durston said after Mrs. Harris had 
gone that he had never read the statement 
which Carlyle had written, but had just glanced 
it over, and that it was simply a reiteration of 
his innocence and a review of his trial.

MRS. HARRIS’S STATEMENT. 


Reiteration of Her Declarations of the In- 
nocence of Her Son. 


Sixc SING, May 8.—Late this afternoon Mra. 
Harris gave out the following statement to the 
public: 


I feel that the many friends who have tried to get 
ustioe done to my dear boy ought to kuow of his last 

ours—of God's great meroy to me and how He sus- 
tained us both. 

I did not see my dear boy after he was taken to 
Bing sing till last Friday. It was his wish that I 
should notsee him there. Conscious of his inno- 
cence, and that we had proof of Helen’s being ad- 
aicted to the use of morphine, Carl hoped I need 
never see himin the death cell. But God allowed 
it otherwise, and thongh an innocent boy has 
been judicially murdered, I can praise Him 
for even this last ordeai. As soon as [ saw 
my boy I felt he had grown syiritualy. He made 
no profession of “conversion '’; almost ail his talk 
was of what I could do, what friends i had left, &0.; 
but all eagerness for life, fur a career, Was gone, and 
very quietly he tola nie he prayed to God, had asked 
His forgiveness,and (though not sure of immortality) 
trusted in God tor the future. I prayed with him, 
and calmly and reverently he said the Lord’s Prayer 
with me. To one who knows my boy this meaus 
much, for he never went through aform of prayer. 
There was no confession of the crime for which he 
was charged—how ovuld there be !—but he deeply 
regretted all the trouble he had brought upon us by 
concealing his marriage, and, confessing again 
the temptation he had yielded to in Canan- 
daigua, he spoke of his sorrow for it. He felt 
very deeply the diegrace his exeoution brought upon 
us, but 1 told him I thanked God I was Carlyle 
Harris's mother, and I could say, what few mothers 
can say, that in his twenty-three years of life he had 


not given me one unkind word or ever disobeyed an | 


expressed command. We agreed that God's way 
must be best, though Carl felt deeply that the only 
lesson his fate can teach is to warn a young mau who 
is falsely accused not to stand trial, but to ran away, 
as he should have done. 

Helen Potts rris hae again and again been called 
fe.” She was nineteen when she 
died. Two years before she boasted at Mies Jack- 
son’s school of having been engaged four times; 
while there she contracted an engagement; after 
that she was engaged to Harry Brown, (with whom 
she planned an elopement,) and then she seocretiy 
married my boy, who solemnly assared ime he had 
never asked any other woman to marry him. Which 
of the two was the most innocent! Certainly Helen 
was au innocent, ignorantchild! A morphine eater, 
contracting a secret marriage, Which was connived 
at by her mother for seven months, though that 
mother had the marriage paper in her possession and 
knew me!

ure my poor boy took in giving every penny he 
could to “mother”! Even the last interview we 
had was partly taken up with his plans of earnin 
money for me, by having a book of his poems, arti- 
oles, speeches, &c., published. He was so anxious to 
have this done that if I receive enough postals 
promising to buy copies at from 50 cents to $1 I will 
publish such a book. 

I hope to have an excellent picture of my murdered 
s0n as a frontispiece.

RUMOR OF ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


Story that Harris. Tried to Take His Own 
Life Saturday Night. 


SING SING, May 8.—Martin Mullins and James 
Maher, who were employed as night watchmen 
of the condemned mon, were noticed going 
about the prison grounds late this afternoon in 
citizens’ clothes. Investigation showed that 
they had been suspended. 

It was almost impossible to find out why they 
had been suspended, but it was ascertained tbat 
on Saturday night there was a scene inthe 
death chamber, ip which Carlyle Harris was the 
principal actor. He had moistened a quantity 
of paper and with it plugged up the lock to his 
cell door so that it Was over an hour before it 
could, by hard work, be opened. 

It was also hinted that Harris was suspected 
of having swallowed some kind of poison. 

It is significant that the prison physician was 
hastily sent for and took the case in hand. 

The talk among the prison employes is that 
Harris made » desperate attempt at suicide and 
depended on the trouble the watchers would 
have in opening the door to give him time to 
carry out his designs. 

In contiirmation of this it is pointed out that 
Mullins and Maher did not watch Harris Sunday 
night, but three men whose names the Warden 
will not give. 


John A. Hulin, a stationer at 373 Broadway, 
has a note written with a lead pencil which he 
thinks was written by Carlyle Barris just after 
he was sentenced on March 20. The note reads 
as follows: 

“Hand me my hat. I will beat them on the date 
of electrocution.” 

Toareporter of THE New-York Tres Mr. 
Haulin said: 

“I was present when Carlyle Harris was 
sentenced and stood only a short distance 
away. Isaw Harris stoop over and write some- 
a at the end of the table near which he was 
standing, just after the sentence had been pro- 
nounced. After he had been taken from the 
courtroom I passed through the gate to speak 
with Judge Martine, and as I did sol noticed a 
ae one lying on the floor just where Harris had 

een standing. I picked it up and, feeling cer- 
tain that Harris wrote it, placed it in an en- 
velope — it away for safe keeping. 

**T think Harris designed it for Mr. Trowe or 
some One else who sat at the table. It suggested 
to me the idea that he meant to commit suicide 
if all else failed.”

Possibility that the Cruiser Atlanta May Be 
Ordered to the

WASHINGTON, May 8.—The serious aspect of 
the revolution in Nicaragua will probably re- 
sult in the United States sending a war vessel 
to the west coast of the perturbed country. 
Such action is being considered by Secretary 
Gresham, and if the revolution assumes the 
proportions that now seem imminent, he will 
request Secretary Herbert to send one of his 
ships to the scene of the trouble. 

No information has been received at the Btate 
Department concerning the uprising since 
Consular Agent Holman wired Mr. Gresham 


late last week that a serious revolt had oo- 
ourred. 

Ap unusual number of vessels is available 
for sea service, on account of their presence in 
home waters consequent on the naval review. 
In the event that it ia decided to send a ship, 
the Atianta will doubtless be selected. She is in 
New-York, and can be made ready for the 
journey in four hours. 

An additional reason for sending a vessel to 
Nicaragua at this time is that the United states 
is left without a diplomatic representative at 
the Nicaragua capital on account of the ex- 
change of Ministers following the incoming of a 
new Administration. Mr. Richard C. Shannon, 
Minister at Nicaragua under Mr. Harrison, 
satied from Colon Saturday for New-York, 
while Mr. Lewis Baker, his successor, reached 
Panania on the same day, and at last accounts 
Was Waiting ior @ steamer to take him toa 
N icaraguan port.

HE DUG IN CYPRIOTE SOUL 


DR. RIOHTER’'S WORK AS EX- 
OAVATOR AND EXPERT. 





Not Welcomed as Warmly as He Might 
Be by American Archzologists — He 
Proposes to Assail the Professional 
Repute of Gen. Di Cesnola and Cast 
Doubt Upon Part of the Metropolitan 
Museum Collection of Antiquities — 
Handicapped by a Court Record. 


The adventof Dr. Max Ohneflasoh Richter in 
New-York has created a stiramong local archz- 
ologists, and his path among them will have 
few roses and many thorns. 

The doctor's forte, he claims, is Cypriote an- 
tiquities, on which he lectured last evening in 
Chickering Hall to asmaliaudience. His lect- 
ure was made up of illustrated generalities con- 
cerning his researches in the Island of Cyprus, 
with a casual reference to Gen. Di Cesnola 
and the Cesnola collection in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. In his next lecture he will be 
primed, he promises, for an attack all along the 
line on Gen. Di Cesnola’s work in Cyprus. 

A NEwW-YORK TIMES reporter called on Dr. 
Richter last evening before the lecture and sub- 
mitted for his consideration the transcript of a 
rather severe stricture pronounced upon him 
by Judge ©. G. Walpole inthe British District 
Court at Nicosia, Cyprus, in 1885, when the 
doctor was in the midst of his researches. 

He found ao piece of ground prolific in an- 
tiquities, and made a contract with Charles 
Watkins of Larnoca to work it forhim. After- 
ward, when Col. Falkland Warren of Nicosia 
heard of the tract, he offered the doctor more 
money. This offer was accepted. Dr. Richter 
admitted the fact,and the court records, as 
published in the Cyprus Herald, substantiate 
the statement. 

After reciting the material facts in the case, 
mentioning ‘“‘a number of extraordinary avd 
contradictory letters to both parties from 
Richter,” and showing that the question be- 
tween the contestants was whether the plaintiff 
or the defendant was entitled to certain an- 
tiquities 6xcavated by Richter at a site called 
Frangisa, since each party supposed that he 
had an exelusive contract therefor, the Judge 
said: 

“The fact of the matter appears to be plain 
enough. Richter bas been playing fast and loose 
with both plaintiff and de.endant. He meant to ex- 
cavate the Vrangisa site for Mr. Watkins because 
he thought it would be more profitable to himself to 
do so. Afterward, when he found Col. Warren was 
angry at what he believed to be an invasion of the 
Pera permit, he threw over Mr. Watkine and dug 
out the antiquities for CoL Warren. 

“Tben when he tinds Mr. Watkins indignant at 
what he believes to bean invasion of bis rights, he 
tries to pacify him by representing Col. Warren to 
be a trespasser and by indorsing the contract to him. 
Later on, when he finds that he has wot into a mess 
with both sides, he becomes alarmed and writes the 
contradictory and inconsistent letters which have 
been putin evidence alterpately cringing and abu- 
sive to both plaintitt and defendant.” 

The court s:.mmed up as follows: 

*““Tnough Rich.er promised to Mr. Watkins his dig- 
ging rights, be has given the fruit of them to Col. 
Warren. He began with the intention of deceiving 
the defendant, and he has ended by cheating the 
plaintiff. Lam accordingly of the opinion that the 
plaintitf did not acquire the land in question, as 
alleged in the first paragraph, and I give judgment 
for \he defendant with costs.” 

When Dr. Richter had read this decision, he 
smiled and said: 

‘all true, yes; it’s alljustso. But since then 
Sir Hobart Biddulph, then Governor General in 
Cyprus, bas written we letters, in which he holds 
me blameless, and in which he says he will pre- 
side at any meetings I may address in England. 
He doesn’t consider me a cheat, at any rate, and 
as to what these ignorant, jexlous enemies of 
mine have to say, I will have a statement to 
make later.” 

“ Doctor,” said the reporter, “is iva fact that 
you wrote a jetter to a Columbia College pro- 
fessor, saying that you would sign & paper 
agreeing to stop your attacks on Gen. Di Ces- 
nola and that If necessary you would bind your- 
self by an oath?” : 

“It is not true. I said I would let Gen. Di 
Cesnola alone because I didn’t like to offend his 
American friends and worshippers. He has 
done some good things and some bad, very bad. 
He was an easy dupe.” 

‘*But didn’t you write tothe Museum or Art 
denying your published oriticiem of Cesnola 
and praising his work? Didn’t you visit the 
museum and tind nothing which you could 
oriticiae in the collection!” 

“Oh, I know they claim Iam playing double. 
They say I speak one thing and write another. 
I will attend to them later.” 

‘Ig it a fact, doctor, that about nine-tenths of 
your illustrations are of the findings of Ces- 
nola}’’ 

* Yes, I use a great many of Di Cesnola’s find- 
ings.” 

“ How about the affidavit of Yanni Kyriakou, 
made before M. B. Seager, President of the Dis- 
trict Court? He swears that you offered him 
both money and liquor ——— be would state 
before the court at Larnaca that Cesnola’s 
alleged tindings at Curium were the results of 
searches in many and scattered places.” 

“T’ll tell you about that some other time.” 

“Well, doctor, one question more. Did you, 
as they say you did, leave Cyprus and keep 
away from there, after the scorching given you 
by the Judge in the case of Watkins versus 
Warren?”’ 

“No, Sir. I have been back there, and I don’t 
fear to go again. Andl don'tfear any attacks 
my jealous enemies may make on me. Tell 
them so and you will oblige me. I will have a 
hand in this matter later.”

BOLIVIAN INDIANS’ ILL LUOK. 


Rescued from Want by the Prompt Ac- 
tion of Miss Sickels. 


One of the attractions at the Press Club Fair 
in the Grand Central Palace, Forty-third Street 
and Lexington Avenue, last evening, was a 
party of nineteen Bolivian Indians, who have 
met with hard luck since their arrival in this 
country a month ago on their way to the World’s 
Fair at Chicago. 

The first square meal they had for several 
days was when they were comfortably lodged 
on the sixth floor of the building on Sunday 
night by Miss Emma Sickels of Philadelphia, 
who found them weary and footsore in New- 
Brunswick, N. J., after walking sixty miles 
from Philadelphia during the rainstorm last 
week. Having no money, but for the kindness 
ot Mr. Ludwig of that city, who allowed them 
to take refuge inalow shed, they would have 
been obliged to camp out on the roadside. 

They are of all ages, from ten to forty-five, 
and among them is one Indian seventy-five 
years old. There are no women in the party. 

They came to this country in charge of Man- 
ager Siruco, who intended to exhibit them at 
the World’s Fair in Chicago, but when he 
reached Philadelphia his funds gave out. He 
returned to this city for the purpose of making 
arrangements to take therm back to Bolivia, 
and left them in charge of s circus man to get 
up an exhibition to provide funds to support 
them in his absence. Finding that the exhibi- 
tion did not come up to his anticipations the 
circus man pocketed the receipts and left the 
Indians to shift for themselves. 

Miss Sickles heard avout their condition 
through Mr. Childs of the Philadelphia Ledger. 
She found them in New-Brunswick huddled to- 
gether in a starving condition. Mayor Van 
Cleef and Chief of Police Harding assisted her 
in arranging to we them to this oity. 

Miss Sickles stated yesterday that she under- 
stands the Indians were brought to this coun- 
try under false reptesentations of realizing a 
fortune by exhibiting themselves at Chicago, 
and she proposes fully to investigate the mat- 
ter. She believes that the Consul at Bolivia is 
mainly responsible for the misfortunes of the 
Indians. 

Arrangements were made with the managers 
of the Press Club Fair to exhibit them in the 
Grand Central Palace. They will be lodged on 
the sixth tloor, which is laid out after the 
fashion ofan Indian village. They will show 
the industrial pursuits of the South American 
Indians by weaving cloth, hammering silver, 
re feather headdresses, and other orna- 
mental work. They will also give dances and 
vocal and instrumental music 

Last evening they were exhibited in full cos- 
tume, wearing cockades of feathers over 2 
feetin height and nearly 3 feet in diameter. 
The chief of the tribe, who is over 7 feet in 
helght, with this strange headgear, looked like 
a@ colossus. 

Manager Siruco stated that he had entered 
into an engagement with the managers of the 
Press Club Fair for the next five weeks, after 
which he hopes to be able to take the Indians to 
Chicago.

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THE SHANNS’ INSURANGE. 


New-York Life Had a Policy on the Father, 
but Not on the Son. 


In his testimony before the Coroner’s jury at 
Princeton, N. J.,in the Shann poisoning case, 
Jared G. Wolff, an agent of the New-York Life 
Insurance Company, testified that there wore 
peculiar circumstances connected with the 
death of Mre. Shaun's husband. These ciroum- 
etances, Wolff said, had been called to the at- 
tention of the company, but no investigation 
had becn made, 

It was said yosterday at the office of the New- 
York Life Insurance Company that the policies 
on the elder Shann’s life were paid without 
question, after the usual proofs of death were 
submitted, and that no suspicious ciroum- 
stances were discovered at the investigation. 
“We have paid the policies,” said Dwight 
Burdge, Superintendent of the death-claim de- 
partment, “and therefore we are out of the 
case, We had a policy on the son's life, but it 
‘was canceled. We are therefore clear out of the 
case. We never thought there was anything 
suspicious in the eider Shann’s death.” 

John F. Shann, the father of the boy who is 
alleged to have bes» poisoned by his mother in 
order to obtain the insurance on his life, took 
out two policies in the New-York Life in 1886. 
Each was for $1,000. One was payable to 
Shann’s executors, administrators, or assigns. 
In July, 1892, it was reported to the company 
by Wolff, the agent, that the Sanne were tired 
of paying the premiums on the polloy. Ac 
cordingly a paid-up policy for $160 was given to 
Sbann and the policy for 81,000 was canceled. 

The other policy tor $1,000 was kept in force. 
It was made out in favor of Mra. Mattie ©. 
Sbann. When Shann died she qualified as exec 
utrix and both policies were paid to her. 

thann died Nov. 5, 1892, and his death was 
certified to by Dr. Elston HB. Bergen of Prines- 
ton, who was Shann's pdysician, and also the 
official examiner for the New-York Life Ineur- 
ance Company. Dr. Bergen said thet he had 
known Shann for fifteen years, and had fre- 
quently treated him for nervous prostration 
consequent on immoderate drinking. Each of 
his attacks of nervous prostration was of short 
duration. 

Shann’s death was pronounced by Dr. Bergen 
to be due to typhoid fever. He was sick for 
thirteen days, aud Dr. Bergen was tiret called 
on Oot. 23, and attended him until his death. 

In the blank sent in by Dr. Bergen to the oom- 
pany there was the question: “Was there any 
— for death in the habits of the de- 
ce ” 


The doctor's answer was: ‘“ There developed 
seme casos of fever in the same house.” 

The elder Shann was fifty-three years old 
when he dicd. Atthe time of his examination 


~he was said to be free from disease. 


John F. Shann, Jr., the son who is alleged to 
have been poisoned, took out a polioy in the 
New-York Life for $1,000 on Oct. 20, 1832 
This was three weeks prior to bis father's 
death. The young man was examined by Dr. 
ee and was passed as a first-class risk. 

®@ was then very tall and very sli. He was 
6 feet 2 inches in height and weighed only 155 
pounds. He gave his age as twenty years, and 
aid he was single. The — was made out in 
favor of Mrs. Mattie C. Shann. 

“That was the natural thing for him to do in 
the ciroumstances,” said Superintendent Burdge 
yesterday. ‘Single persone generally have the 
policies on thelr lives made payable to their 
parents.”’ 

In ashbort time the policy was returned to 
the company marked “ premium unpaid,” and 
the policy was canceled.

TO EXAMINE MR. STEVENSON. 


The Paymaster General Made a Member 
of the Board. 





WASHINGTON, May 8.—Secretary Herbert was 
forced to an unusual action to-day, when he 
selected the third board for the examination for 
promotion of Pay Inspector John H. Stevenson 
of Brooklyn. 

It was desired to secure three officers of the 
Pay Corps senior in rank to Mr. Stevenson, and 
it was necessary that each of these three offi- 
cers should not have served on either of the 
previous boards before whioh Mr. Stevenson 
had been ordered.

The Production of “Robin Hood, Jr.,” to 
be Made Next Monday. 


NeEw-HAVEN, Conn., May 8.—Every thing points 
to a highly-successful consummation of the 
new project of presenting a college original 
comic opera at Yale under the auspices of the 
junior societies D. K. E. and Psi U. The dato 
appointed for the first and only performance is 
next Monday, May 15, and the place the Hype 
rion Theatre of this city. 

Repeated rehearsals *by the cast have been 
held the past two months, and both principals 
and chorus Dave acquired dramatic proficiency 
under the coaching they havo received from 
Napier Lothian of Boston, the director of the 
annual productions of the Hasty Pudding Club 
of Harvard, who bas had entire charge of the 
general stage training of the cast. A feature 
of the produotion will be the introduction of 
some novel dances by the students carrying the 
femalo parts. Like Columbia, Yale has some 


excellent terpsaichorean talent, and this feature 
of the entertainment promises to be a striking 
success. Dan Burke of Harrigan’s Theatre has 
trained the dancers, and waxes enthusiastic in 
his praise of the improvement made. 

Much interest centres in the production of 
this play, because itis the first opportunity of 
Yale students to exhibit their histrionic ability 
for several years. About fifteen years ago the 
Faculty prohibited any member of the uni- 
versity from taking part in any dramatio or 
theatrical entertainment, owing to the nuwmer- 
ous disturbances arising therefrom, and this 
=—_ has never been removed until the present 
time. 

The name of the opera is “ Robin Hood, Jr.” 
It is a burlesque on Smith and De Koven's pop- 
ular work. The college man will be the central 
figure, and the text will abound in local hits. 
The text was written by Edward Boitwood, ’J4; 
Ralph D. Paine, ‘¥4, and F. C. Perkins, ’93. 
Tbe music was selected and arranged by Thom- 
as Shepard, the veteran trainer of the Yale 
Glee Clubs fora score of years. Only a small 
part of the music is entirely original, the great- 
erpart being taken from a pumber of well- 
known comic operas. The songs are uniqae 
and full of bright hits on intercollegiate sub- 
jects. ‘There are three acts to the burlesque. 

The main idea of the plot is the rival love of 
two students for the daughter of the Sheriff of 
Notingham. The most promising’ of the pair 
is @ character intended to typify a Harvard atu- 
dent of pronounced sporting proclivities, whose 
love ia mainly owing to the fortune which the 
maiden is suppesed to have. Tho hit on Har- 
vard is intensitied by the fact that the rival is 
supposed to portray a Yale man who has no 
money, but an open heart, and who has to leave 
college owing to the debts he has contracted.

In order to escape, 
Robin forms a band of outiaws and takes 
refugein Sherwood Forest, which is nothing 
more nor less than the Yale campua Robin 
Hood’s robbers are Yale students, including a 
handsome bevy of co-eds. Between the two 
there existe a marked feeling of tenderness. The 
father of Robin Hood is intended to portray the 
average college man’s sire. Theold gentleman 
is indiguant at his son's behavior and storms 
around considerably, but finally comes to his 
son's rescue, pays his debts, and redeems him to 
civilized life. Robin Hood ends by marrying 
Maid Marian, with whom he has been in love 
all the time. 

Tickets are extremely hard to obtain and 
almost fabulous prices are betug paid for them. 
A large crowd of prominent Yale and Harvard 
alumni from New-York City and vicinity will 
be present upon the presentation of the opera.

He Gives Two-Thirds of His Large Estate 
to Worthy Charities.

Stickney, who has left $461,000 to charities, 
was filed for probate to-day.

POLICE GET NEWS AS TO THE 
WILLIAMSBURG JEWELRY. 


Satisfied that the Collection Is Not the 


Proceeds of a Burglary—A Case of 


Defrauding Creditors, Superintendent 
Campbell Says—Some of the Property 
Identified by a Swiss Manufacturer— 
Has Been Cabled 


for and Is Likely to be Furnished. 


Farther Information 


Light was thrown yesterday upon the Will- 
iameburg jewelry mystery. The police are sat- 
isfied that the grand collection of rings, chains, 
bracelets, watohes, &c.,seized last Thursday night 
at 92 Berry Street trom persons calling them- 
selves Mr. and Mrs. Leroux is the proceeds not 
ofa burglary, but of a scheme upon the part of 
@ tradesman to defraud his creditors. 

Maurice Ditisheim, a son of a manufacturing 
jeweler of the same name, carrying on business 
in Chaux de Fonds, Switzerland, called upon 
Superintendent Campbell at the Brooklyn City 
Hall Sunday afternoon. He told him that he 
was on his way to Chicago to care for his 
father’s World’s Fair interests. Having read of 
the seizure of jewelry, he thought perhaps 
some of the watches might have been supplied 
by his father. He thought he recollected the 
name of Alexander Vollkringer, the jeweler of 
226 and 228 Rue de Faubourg 8&t. Antoine, 
Paris, whose circular was found among the jew- 
elry on Sunday, as being among his father’s re- 
cent customers. : 

Superintendent Campbell suggested that Mr, 
Ditisheim should cabie to his father for the 
numbers of any watches he might have supplied 
to Volikringer. This the young man agreed to 
do, The answer came back yesterday at noon, 
and Mr. Ditisheim and the Superintendent were 
quickly on their way to the Fifth Precinot Sta- 
tion, where the jewelry was being inventoried 
and appraised. 

Mr. Ditisheim, senior, cabled that he had sup- 
plied gold watohes to Vollkringer numbered 
2,546, 36,243, 2,864, and 3,007. The watches 
were soon under examination, and it was found 
that two of them corresponded with the num- 
bers in the cablegram. One watch was num- 
bered 2,546 and the other 36,243. Mr. Ditis- 
heim belicves that his firm supplied other 
watches to Volikringer, and that his father only 
sentufew numbers. He has cabled him astate- 
ment of the identification of the property and 


asked for instructions. : 

**The case resolves itself now, I think, said 
Buperintendent Campbeli to a New-YouK 
TIMES reporter, “into a case of defrauding 
ereditors. I believe that this man Vollkringer 
has ordered goods all over the Continent, then 
put up his shutters and — 

**Whether or not the man rou x is identical 
with Volikringer, or is only a tool, remains to 
be proved. I feel convinced, however, that he 
and his wife were instrumental in bringing the 
jewelry ashore under the noses of the Custom 
House officials. I donot beiieve that any per- 
gon would trust a comparative stranger with 
the care of such a large amount of valuable 
propérty. Then the pags and garments clearly 
show that the goods were landed surreptitious- 
ly. I suppose the whole matter will be thrashed 
out by the lawyers in the morning.’”’ 

The lact remark of the Superintendent alluded 
to the fact that writs of habeas corpus were 
sworn out yesterday on behalf of the prisoners 
Eugene and Jeanne Leroux. They are return- 
able before Judge Cullen, sitting in Special 
Term, at 10 o’ctock this morning. Lawyers 
Mirabeau L. Towns and /dward Moran have 
been retained for the defense, and seem conti- 
dent of success. They state that the Leroux 
have plenty of money, outside the $600 taken 
from them by the police, 

The police, however, are doubtful about this 
statement, as the lawyers seem anxious to ob- 
tain possession of the money and property in 
theirhands. Yesterday afternoon Lawyer Mo- 
Yau sent Capt. Short a letter in which a demand 
was made ior the déiivery of ‘‘alil the love let- 
ters, photographs, and other written docu- 
ments’ now in his possession, taken irom the 
person or the domicile of ‘‘ Jeanne Dolle, other- 
wise Leroux, or Eugene Leroux,” and in- 
structing him that until the property is given 
up it mast not be exhibited to the public. 

Capt. Short’s answer was a firm but polite 
“No, Sir,”” to Mr. Moran's demands. 

Jeanne Leroux and her husband seemed quite 
sprightly yesterday. hey evidently think they 
have a good chance of obtaining their liberty 
this morning. They refuse to say anything 
outside of their original story how they became 
possessed of the valuables. Inthe meantime Gal- 
laudier, their companion in captivity, is also 
silent, save for protesting that he knows noth- 
ing of the business at all. The police look upon 
him x@acool and dangerous man. They think 
he has been in trouble before. The scars he 
bears on his hands and body demonstrate that 
he has led atough life. He attributes the scare 
to his experiences in the Frauco-Prussiag war. 

Geismann, the wine dealer and triend of Mra. 
Leronx, is still missing. The new safe he bought 
the day before the arrestremains unopened in his 
cellar. There was a rumor current yesterday 
morning that the police intended to break it 
open, but Superintendent Campbell laughed at 
the idea. 

It was learned yesterday that Geismann was 
doing a much better business than was at first 
known. Mme. Leroux’s frequent visits to his 
cellar almost convince the police that he got 
possession of a quantity of the booty. 

**He must have taken 6uiticient to make it 
worth his while to abandon the Williameburg 
wine trade,” said Detective Corcoran yester- 
day. ‘‘I think he was aboutto make arranxe- 
ments to dispose of the whole lot. Then the 
Leroux got afraid of him and tried to dispose 
of some withdut his advice or knowledge and 
bungled in the attempt. 

**We have located a good deal of the jewelry 
at pawnbrokers’ shops, and we have positive 
proof that Geismann accompanied the woman 
to several of them. We are not at all sure that 
Geismann has not been carrying on his wine 
business as a blind for ty yf transactions. 
lt may be that he knew the Leroux before 
they Jeft France. The prisoners, however, deny 
that he did.” 

* Certain it 1s,” continued Detective Corcoran, 
“that Geismann met them in New-York and 
brought them and their baggage over to Will- 
famsburg. ‘hey had evidently contided in him 
the fact that they were in possession of the 
jewelry. He is surely implicated with the pris- 
oners in attempting to getrid of the stull We 
are afraid he may have left for Europe and 
abandoned his business and all idoas of return- 
ing here.”’ 

§ne of the letters found among the jewelry 
on Sunday referred to a consignment of wine to 
be sent to Mme. Leroux, at the Hotel Transat- 
lantique, 373 West Street. A NEW-YORK TIMES 
reporter called there again yesterday and saw 
the proprietor, Albert A. Adler, and his wife. 

“No wine ever came here,” said Mr. Adler, 
“although Mme. Leroux was always talking 
about receiving some here. Her husband never 
spoke of wine, in fact he did not seem to know 
anything about it. 

“As for Mr. and Mrs. Fiamment, who the 

Leroux say gave them the jewelry, they were 
superior people, and Ido not think they were 
suftolently intimate with the Leroux to leave 
any quantity of valuables in their care. 
“The Flamments came to my house through 
the recommendation of a friend of mine. He 
will be in the city again shortly, and I do not 
think he would have sent me any customers 
with a recommendation if he had not known 
they were respectable people. 

“IT saw Geismann when he came in with Leroux 
and his wife. I said at once to my wife: ‘That 
lellow has come to fetch these people away.’ 
And, sure enough, they left the same 
evening, after packing their trunks. , Gois- 
mann seemed to have great influence 
over Leroux. I want nothing more to 
do with jewelry. I gave acheok for $210 last 
March to a man called Goodman for a pair of 
diamond earrings. He went to Chicago the 
same day. My wife placed the stones in alco- 
bol, and in the morning they were quite dead. 
They were not genuine brillianta. I stopped 
payment of the check, and when Goodman re- 
turned from Chicago the Leroux were staying 
in the house. 

“Goodman tried to sell me some fine dia- 
monds in the place of the others, and while he 
was showing them to me Leroux was present. 
He was very positive they were not reak But 
they were fine genuine stones, and it struok m6 
a)l the time he did not understand the value of 
precious stones. I got my cheek back from 
Goodman and got rid of him and his diamonds. 
I need scarcely add that I am glad [ got rid of 
Leroux and his diamonds, too.” 

The inventory and appraisement or the seized 
jewelry was going on ali day yesterday. Expert 
Mosch had not nearly finished his task last 
evening. 

He bas discoyered that a large quantity of the 
diamonds are not genuine, and that many are 
off coor. His estimate already amounts to 
several thousand dollars, but the total value of 
the seizure is not likely to be so large as was at 
first anticipated. 

Detectives Corcoran and Hayes obtained pos- 
session yesterday afternoon of upward of 
$1,000 worth of jewelry pledged by the Le- 
roux with pawnbrokers. 

“ Whatever the outcome of the case may be, 
every one connected with the discovery of the 
jewels highly appreciates Capt. Short’s prompt 
and able handling of the affair,” said o Will- 
jamsburg citizen yesterday to a Nkw-Youk 
Times reporter. “His conduct of the entire 
matter has greatly increased the contidence re- 
posed in him by his fellow-citizens who reside 
within his precinct.” 

The police will ask that the habeas corpus 
pecessd ing», which come up this morning, be 
continued until after Friday. A letter and 4

MODERN HOTELS FOR MEXIOO. 


President Diaz Wants Them Constructed 
After New-York Models. 


“ When Preaident Diaz of Mexico was in New- 
York he was so impressed with the contrast be- 
tween hotels here and those in his country that 
he wanted to change to the New-York variety,’’ 
said William J. Fanning, Secretary of the com- 
pany which has recently been organized to 
build hotels and theatres in Mexico, to a NEw- 
YorK TIMES reporter yesterday. 

Edward 8. Merrifield is President of the com- 
pany which proposes to gratify the wish of 
President Diaz, and A. L. Ashman, James H. 
Breslin, and Charles I’, Wildey are stockholders. 

‘What concessions does the Government 
give! ” was asked of Secretary Fanning. 

“The details will not fully be determined until 
after a consultation withsome prominent Mexi- 
cans with whom we have been in correspond- 
ence,” he replied. “*lexpect to go to Mexico 
in a few days to complete the transaction. 
Probably the Government will allow construc- 
tion material for the hotels to be admitted free 
of duty and also give exemption from taxation 
for sonie period.” 

‘*How extensively will hotel building be ear 
ried on ?”’ 

“ Inasmuch as the concessions for many hotels 
could doubtless be arranged as easily and quick- 
ly a8 for one, and, as there is a lack of gvod 
hotels at many places besides the City of Mex- 
ico, there is no reason why they should not be 
built in several cities. ‘he company will be 
cupitalized at $2,000,000. ~ 

“The need of good hotels in Mexico is cow- 
mented on by nearly all who visit that country. 
There is not, | am informed, a hotel in all Mex- 
ico which has a private bathroom. Some which 
are classed as among the best in the country 
have no dining rooms, and the guests are 
compelled to go out to restaurants for their 
méals. The floors in the best suites are made of 
a sort of brick. 

**President Diaz believes that with modern 
hotels American visitors will be much more in- 
clined to make long stops in Mexican cities. 

**Doubtiess, the business which would he 
done with visitors from this and other foreign 
countries would be considerable, but there is a 
wealthy class of Mexicans who would be only 
too glad to avail themselves of the comforts of 
@ modern hotel. They are people who make 
their money in the grazing or mining districts 
and go to the cities to spend it.” 

: Ya your company build theatres in Mex- 
cot” 

‘“*{t is the intention to build. one which may 
be run perhaps in congection with the hotel in 
the Oity of Mexico. It has one large theatre 
now, in which strolling companies sometimes 
play, but what President Diaz wants is a thea- 
tre of modern construction where a stock com- 
pany might play for some montis atatime. It 
is possible that an auditorium and stage may 
be built under the same roof as the hotel.”

Robert Grier Monroe of Gov. Flower’s staff 
returned from Washington within a day or two. 
Speaking of the President’s letter he said thas 
he believed it would have avery good effect, 
and that every man in the country who is 
friendly to Mr. Cleveland’s Administration 
would heartily approve of its contents. 

“Tne only department I visited while in 
Washington®was the Interior, and while there [ 
noticed that two of the ottices of the Secretary 
were filled with men anxiously looking 
offices.

 PNEQUIVOOAL STRENGTH FOLLOWS 
, A WEAK OPENING. 


| Wide Finctuations Unaccompanied by Any 

Excitement—COonfidence Grows in the 
Absence of Further Failures—-The Scar- 
city of Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Stock Explained—Talk of Gold Ship- 
ments for Next Saturday, but the Treas- 
ury Is Making Important Gains, 


New-York : 
Monpay, May 8—P. M. 
The stock market fluctuated widely to- 
“flay, but the movement was unaccompanied 
by excitement. At the opening the liqui- 
 flation which was in progress at the end of 
* fast week wascontinued, the heaviest press- 
* gre apparently being in St. Paul. Sugar, 
Chicago Gas, General Electric, and Man- 
ttan showed the greatest weakness, but 
issouri Pacific and Cordage were also 
heavy. There was quite a flurry in St. 
Paul, the opening price being any where be- 
tween 73%2 and 72%, and within a short 
time it was selling at 715. At the same 
time Sugar broke from 81 to 7912, Chicago 
Gas from 7314 to 704, General Electric 
from 8012 to 74, Cordage from 20 to 174, 
end Manhattan from 130 to125%. Atchi- 
son, Rock Island, and Burlington lost about 
@ point each, while Missouri Pacific fell 
from 401, to 3842. 

At the decline a remarkably good buying 
movement set in, and it continued up to 
tthe close of business. The recovery was 
led by Sugar, Manhattan, General Electric, 
and Chicago Gas. The first-named ad- 
wanced from 791, to 90%, Manhattan from 
325% to 135, Chicago Gas from 70% to 
75%, and General Electric from 74 to 8142 
Cordage, however, failed to join in the 
general improvement, and its lowest price 
‘was made in the{afternoon After the 
initial weakness railway stocks were all 
strong, St. Paul and Burlington particu- 
arly so. 

That the short interest in Burlington is 
Jarge was indicated by the premium of 4s 
at which the stock loaned in the morning. 
The greater part of the short interest is 
attributable to the fact that the company 
will issue, on July 1, $5,876,500 new stock, 
offered last January to stockholders in 
proportion of one share of new to every 
thirteen of their noldings. The rights to 
subscribe to this stock and toa like amount 
of 7 per cent. consolidated bonds at par, 
sold at the time as high as $11.50, and a 
great many bond houses bought them in 
large lots in order to get the new bonds at 
alow price. The purchasers at once went 
short of the stock, against these rights, as 

' by so doing they limited the cost of their 
new bonds to about 115, no matter how 
the stock might fluctuate in the meantime. 
When this operation was made the 7 per 
cent. bonds were selling at a price equiva- 
lent to 118 andinterest. When the new 
stock is issued in July those n®w short of 
it will deliver it in settlement of their 
present outstanding contracts. 

It was remarkable that notwithstanding 
the extent of the fluctuations to-day, there 
was absolutely no excitement. It was a 
condition which could not have existed at 
any time except in a period following a 
panic. Confidence increased as the day 
sdvanced and the probability of further 
failures lessened. The announcement that 
all cash balances had been made good at 
the Stock Exehange Clearing House did 
much to dispel prevailing uneasiness, and 
some buying for the foreign account helped 
along the better feeling Much of the 
strength of the afternoon was undoubtedly 
doe two the covering of short contracts, par- 
ticularly in Burlington, but buying by 
people who made money in the break last 
week also played an important part in 
bringing about the advance. 

The foreign exchange market was firmer 
to-day, particularly for short bills and 
@able transfers. Money in London also 
showed a disposition to advance, and there 
was talk of a renewal of gold shipments 
from this country next Saturday. The 
Sub-Treasury, however, continues to pick 
up gold, its gain to-day being $750,000, 
mostly from Canada. 4 The gold was re- 
ceived notin exchange for legal tenders, 
but on balance, a point of considerable sig- 
nificance.

NATIONAL BANK EXAMINATIOXS, 


Controller Eckels Intends They Shall Be 
Made Oftener. 


WASHISGCTON, May 8.—It is the intention of 
Controller of the Currency Eckels to make a 
change forthe better in the examination of 
national banks by officers of the Government. 
Under the present system the banks are exam- 
ined once sa year, and each examiner has a regu- 
lar circuit, so that he is obliged to make succes- 
sive examinations of the same institutions. 

Mr. Eckels believes this to be a mistake. With 
one man to look into the affairs of a number of 
banks, the officials are able to anticipate his 
coming, and, if so disposed, to prepare state- 
ments which might not correctly represent their 
conditions. Mr. Eckels proposes that there shail 
be at least two examinations of any one bank 
bv any one examiner. In order to bring about 
this reform it will be necessary to double the 
present namber of examination districts and 
ulsc increase the force of examiners. No addi- 
tional expense will be incurred by the Govern- 
ment by the proposed change, as the banks pay 
the cost of examination, they being assessed in 

proportion to the amount of their capital stock.

PIGOTT TO BE TRIED FIRST. 


Selecting a Jury to Hear the Cases Against 
the Indicted Brooklyn Officials, 


The work of selecting a jury to try the officials 


and of the other persons indicted for swindling 
the taxpayers by “juggling” the bills incurred 
in connection with the Columbian celebration 
in Brooklyn last October, was begun yesterday. 

When the names of Aldermen William McKee, 
Arthur J. Heaney, and Moses J. Wafer, Con- 
tractor Patrick Ross, and Plan Clerk James M. 
Pigott were called in the Court of Sessions, 
Brooklyn, by District Attorney Ridgway, Ed- 
ward F. O’Dwyer, who, with William H. An- 
drews of this city and “Jerry’’ Wernberg of 
Brooklyn, is counsel for the indicted men, 


asked that his clients be tried one at a time. 
Mr. Ridgway consented to the arrangement 
and called Ross to be the first. 

* We're not ready for that case,” said Mr. 
O'Dwyer to Judge Moore. “Mr. Ross has been 
very illiat his home for a week, and I have a 
physician's certificate here.” 

Thereupon Mr, O’Dwyer produced a letter 
from Dr. A. W. Ford of 192 Union Street, in 
which it was sworn that Ross was confined to 
his bea with a “severe attack of gastritis, com- 

licated with muscular rheumatism.” Dr. 
Ford, who isa police surgeon, furnished the 
atlidavit when Koss was prevented by illness 
from appearing before the Grand Jury at the 
time that the indictments were found. 

Mr. Ridgway said that as he had been fore- 
warned of the dificulty in the Ross case, he 
would move the cage of Pigott instead. 

In the papers the five men summoned yester- 
day were charged with presenting and causing 
to be presented to the City Auditor of Brooklyn 
certain fraudulent bilis, and with aiding and 
abetting each other in obtaining money wrong- 
fully asked for.

THE HOFHEIMER WHISKY CASES. 


Lawyers Give a Complete and Accurate 


History of the Matter. 


To the Evitor of the New-York Times: 

An article appeared in yesterday’s issue of your 
paper entitied “The Hotheimer Whisky Cases 
Settled.” 

The article does ourclient, Mr. Nathan Hofheimer, 
great injustice. He pow is, and has been for many 
years past, a very large dealer in whiskies, and, 
from time to time, has purchased large quantities of 
export whiskies; among others, a lot of over 900 
barrels in August and September, 1890, 

Upou its arrival from Bermida it was detained by 
the Government Special Agents upon the ground, as 


they then claimed, that while abroad it had been 
manipulated and ** doctored,” and was not returned 
to this Cuuntry 1p substantially the same condition 
a8 When exported. This lot of whisky was not ex- 
ported by Mr. Hofheimer, but by the firm of Ptir- 
manu & Herzog of Cimciunati, who sold the same 
while in export to our elient; while the whisky was 
in Bermuda we had notitle to or control over it. 
Our ownership thereof did not vest until its arriya} 
at the port of New-York. 

The Goverameut claims a duty of $2.69 per gallon 
on all imported whiskies auu spirits. Our cunten- 
tion Was that the whiskies in question were an 
American proluctand were subject only to a duty 
equivalent to the Internal revenue tax of 90 cents 
per gallon. 

A portion of the 900 barrels so imported had been 
Withdrawn before seizure ou the payment of a tax of 
¥0 cents and sold to ditferent people in Louisville 
and Cincinnati, and 313 barrels remaining in the 
bended ware!ouse here were proceeied against by 
the United States District Attorney for a forfeiture. 
This proceeding was defended by our client. 

‘the whiskies were bonded at the sum of $16,000 
and released, and about a year ago the Governuent, 
to enable it lo proceed with the trial, obtained an 
order that a comission insue to take depositions of 
witnesses in bermuda, Cincinuati, Louisville, and 
elsewhere; upon the return of these depositions pro- 
eveodings were brought in vehalf of "Hofhoimer for a 
remission of the forfeiture. 

The application was madeto Judge Brown of the 
United States District Couri, who referred the mat- 
terto Samuel H. Lyman. Esq., United States Com- 
missioner. The only evidence offeredin behalf of 
Mr. Hofleimer was the dcposilions taken by the 
Government, on which we relied to establish our 
case, and to prove that the claim of the Government 
was without morit; these depositions showed con- 
clusively that our client was inuvcent of all charges 
theretofure made against him, and ali claim that the 
whiskies whilc in Berniuda were doctored and wanip- 
ulated was disproved by the Goverumeut’s own wit- 
nesses, 

The testimony in the case was very voluminons, 
(covering over 600 pages of type-written matter, ) 
and was transmitted by the Commissioner to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who referred it to the 
Solicitor of the Treasury for an opinion. 

The laiter oliicer reporied that from ali the evi- 
dence in the case uo fraud was shown, ana no evi- 
dence tending to prove that the whiskies had been 
manipulated or doctored by our client or any one 
else, and recummeuded that the forfpiture be remit 
ted. Thereupon the Secretary of the Treasury re- 
mitted the forfeiture and the cases were dismissed 
anc the detained whiskies were released, not only at 
this port, but in Louisville and Cinocipuati, without 
the payment by our client of one cent more than the 
duty of 90 cents per gallon, (which is equivalent to 
the internal revenue tax,) and which amount Mr. 
Hofheimer would have been obliged to pay before 
withdrawal had these proceedings never been 
brought by the Government, This isa complete and 
accurate history of the case,

|THE GUBAN REVOLUTION AN IN. 


CONSEQUENTIAL AFFAIR, 


Talk with the Captain of the Vucatan, Just 


in from Havana, and with Ponce de 


Leon, a Passenger.—The Latter Says that 
Spanish Officers Who Feared that They 
Were to be Retired Instigated the Out- 
break — Agitation Kept Up by 
Patriots in This City.

When the steamer Yucatan of the Ward Line 
camein from Havana yesterday morning, her 
Captain was asked what news he had about the 
revolution in Cuba. 

“Revolution!” echoedthe Captain. ‘I guess 
whatever revolution there was on the island has 
been suppressed. In Havana nothing is heard 
of any revolution. I have not heard any one 
epeak about it.” 

Ponce de Leon, publisher, at 42 Breadway, 
Was among the passengers on the Yucatan. He 
Said: “ Itis true that the Sartorius brothers 
have surrendered; at least,I judge so from all ac- 
counts thatI have heard. Whatever prepara- 
tions for a revolt may have been made by the 
dissatisfied Cubans in the island, the uprising of 
the Sartorius brothers was instigated by Span- 
ish officers who put up the job.’’ 

About 400 Spanish officers were to have been 
retired in consequence of the policy of retrench- 
ment that was adopted by the Spanish Govern- 
ment. To show the Government that their serv- 
ices wore still needed and how easily they 
could putdown an uprising, the olficera insti- 
gated the Sartorius brothers and a small band of 
followers to revolt. These Spanish officers had 
calculated that the insurrectionists would not 
be supported by the people, who regarded a 
revolution at present as premature. 

“What will the Revolutionary Party now do 
with the money that it has raised in the United 
States and neighboring countries, do you ask? 
Why, I suppose it will keep it in readiness for 
the revolution when it does break out. A

Benjamin J. Guerra, Treasurer of the Cuban 
Revolutionary Party, said that, while he had 
not received any private dispatches from Cuba, 
it seemed from all other reports that the Sar- 
torius brothers had surrendered. 

“ But,” he adaed, “this will notin the least 
affect the work of the Revolutionary Party. W4 


shall go on just the same, raising funds and 
keeping up the agitation, so as (0 be ready when 
the time does come to strike. Money is coming 
in in large amounts. The collapse of the Sar- 
torius uprising will help us rather than otner- 
wise. We had not engineered it, nor had we 
ordered it, and the fact that it did not tind sup- 

orters shows that the Cuban revolutionists at 
arge intend to be guided by the counsels of the 
Revolutionary Party. 

“JT expect Mr. Marti back from Key West 
within « week, and when be arrives we shall 
make arrangements for holding a mass meeting, 
probably at Cooper Institute, for Americans, 
at which we shall invite well-known American 
and Cuban speakers to explain to the American 
people our position and the wrongs of the 
Cuban people.” 

Col. de Queralta said: “It seoms that the 
Sartorius uprising was sporadic and unexpected. 
According to Spanish reports, the Sartorius 
brothers and a band of followers started an in- 
surrection, the district was declared in a state 
of siege, and every one was led to believe that 
the insurrection was one of importance. Then, 
after staying a few days in the mountains, in 
which nota shot was fired and not a single 
man was killed, these insurgents surrendered 
to the Cuban officials. ’ 

* Aithough I knew that this uprising had 
nothing to do with what had been planned by 
the Revolutionary Party here, and that it was a 
surprise to everybody, we were willing to heip 
them to the utmost or our ability in the ciroum- 
stauces. But now, of course, there is nobody in 
the feld to help. 

“Some day the Sartorius brothers will un- 
donubtedly explain their strange conduct, for 
they are reputable people.” 

‘Has this bloodless insurrection been gotten 
up by the Sartorius brothers andythe Spaniards 
to eflect some purpose?” Col. de Queralta was 
asked. 

“TIT have heard remarks made that it was a 
put-up job by both parties, but I have no reason 
whatever for thinking so myself. I should not 
venture to say anything against either the 
Sartorius brothers or the Spanish officials. The 
father of the young men, although a Spaniard 
himself, is-very liberal, and should a generai 
revolution break ont to-morrow, you would find 
Spaniards and Cubans fighting aide by side for 
the liberation of Cuba. 

‘It is possible thatthe young men expected 
support irom.outside, and, failing to get it, saw 
that they alone could not accomplish sapytling, 
and so surrendered.”

The tirm’s bid was $247,629.30, with a Crane 
elevator included; $251,204.30, with an Otis 
elevator included, and $240,629.30, with no 
elevator, and this third specification of the 
general bid was accepted, the other two stand- 
ing void. 

The Trustees will attend to the matter of ele- 
vators luter on. They are resolved to afford 
sate and comfortable travel between New-York 
and Brooklyn, and it was the sentiment at yes- 
terday’a weeting that, although Levering & 
Garrigues required a longer time for their work 
than the other bidders, it was better to consume 
this time and have the work well done. 

The Phoenix Bridge Company and Milliken 
Brothers also entered the lists, but their esti- 
mates of time was considered too short. Time 
entered almost exclusively into the delibera- 
tious of the Trustees, and 14 Was Do question of 
expense, although the bids were closely scanned. 

The bids of the Phenix and Milliken firms

A RADICAL DEPARTURE IN AMER- 
IOAN YAOHT DESIGNING. 


Dimensions of the Boston Syndicate Cup 
Defender Show Less Over-All Length 
Than the Herreshoff Boats, the Beam of 
the Navahoe, and Greater Draught Than 
the Rogers Boat—Greatest Power on 
Least Displacement Her Designers’ Ob- 
ject—Her Model and Rig. 


Witmrnerox, Del., May 8.—The mantle of 
secrecy has been quite as carefully thrown 
around the Boston syndicate coup defender Pil- 
grim, now building at the yard of Pusey & 
- Jones, at this place, as around any of the Her- 
reshoff productions, and really very liétle has 
been known about her except thatshe was a 
jin keel of extreme draught. Now, however, 
Tux Trmee’s correspondent has been able to 
partially lift that veil and, froma personal ob- 
servation of the boat, tell dimensions and ap 
pearance with reasonable accuracy. 

The principal dimensions of the boat are as 
follows: Length over all, 120 feet; water line, 
85 feet; beam, 23 feet; draught of hull, 5 feet; 
depth of fin, 17 feet; total draught, 22 feet. 
These give her an over-all length of a few feet 
less than the Herreshoff boats, the beam of the 
Navahoe, and six.feet more draught than even 
the Rogers boat. She is the most radical de- 
parture yet made in American yacht ee. 
and if she is successful a new line for big racing 
Yachts will have been marked out. 

Her great draught, the greatest ever put on & 
racing yacht, would alone stamp her as a re- 
markabdle production, but when many other 
Shings in the dssign are taken into considera- 
tion, itis not far out of the way to say that the 
ne ag of no single one of the cup-defense 

eet will be watched with more interest by 

achtemen and yacht designers on both sides of

Vaixyrie is finer forward than Britannia, but she is 
fuller aft than the Prince of Wales's cutter. Whether 
or notthis means that the Valkyric will be the 
reaobing cutter and the Britannia the wind jammer 
remains to be seen, and in both cases itis a mistake 
to go upon any old-fashioned “rule of thumb” saws, 
since nothing like either of these cutters hae been 
builtin the United Kingdom. Had any wise persou 
seen either of them some twenty years ago. he must 
have either “laughed or wept” over the departure. 

Above water no tenderness is visible, and with 
about eighty tons of lead on her keel it is not likely 
that any mistake has been made. In any breeze 
both Britannia and Valkyrie will find a load water 
line some forty feet longer thau their official meas- 
urement, and this means power as well as speed. 
The bilge of the American Volunteer was suddenly

The rune of Britannia and Valkyrie are not tho 
mere dead- wood arrangements of the American Cu 
defenders, but retain sweet lines down to the) 
keel, into which the design ran The enormous 
mass of lead does not show the bulb look of earlier 
lead keels. From the stern post to the mast step the 
keel sweeps in an easy.curve carried right up to the 
stern head. Some 30 inches deep at the stern post 
the lead runs off to nothing about the mast step, 
every pound of it apparently involving some alge- 
braic equation in case any mistake should be made, 
and to judge by previous designs Mr, Watson 1s not 
likely to have made ny A mistake. 

While the excessive length of the counters of the 
Britanniwand Valkyrie may leave some critics in 
doubt as to what is counter and what is ballin a 
breese of wind, it ie posetble that Mr. Watson has 
discovered that to use up an untaxed and useful ele- 
mentis the correct interpretation of the existing 
rule of measurement.

The body is also one which should be easy in a 
sea way, for there is no suspicion of flatness in 
the bow. *“‘ Afine mode) to look at,” was the 
comment of one of the builders.

Her fin will be of steel plate, and will be 
firm)y screwed to the keel by bolts and angie 
irons.

The steel plates will be treated 
with muriatic acid before they are put on and 4 
smoothness about equal to Tobin bronze will 
thereby be obtained. 

The plating will be lapped and not matched. 
This form is easier to apply, and aleo saves 
Weight in butt straps. No redaction in speed is 
expected from the lap ae for the lives of 
the laps follow very closely the lines in which 
the water will make its way under and around 
the boat. The firm say that from her shape and 
the absence of all hollows the boat will be a 
very easy one to plate. 

As to the rig which she will carry, it can be 
gaid that, while it will be larger than that of the 
old Volunteer, it will be the smallest of the four 
eup defenders. The spars are pow being made 
at Lawiey’s. Comparivg the Pilgrim with the 
other big single-stickers, it will be found that 
she has the least displacement, tho easiest form 
to drive, and the best rig to handje. Those who 
are most interested in her and who know much 
about her, see no reason why she should not be 
a very fast and able craft. Hopes ef her success 
are quoted as high.

Compariscn Between the Boats That.Now- 
Interest the English Yachtsmen. 


Fnglish yachtsmen are very much interested in 
the big cutters that are being built, and particularly 
in the Valkyrie. The London /‘eld seems to be try- 
iug to anticipate and qualify the defeat of the Val 
kyrie in the race for the America’s Cup. In an arti 
cle comparing the Valkyrie and the Britannia, the 
Eteld says: 

“Whatexcites amazement is that, after the ex- 
perience of the Thistle. Volunteer matches in New- 
York Bay, Mr. Watson should still fight out the bat- 
tie for the Amerioa’s Cup on the old lines of a British 
keel cutter against an American centreboard. But

Mot equal to; and if, atver all, the keel cutter Val- 
Kyrie should recapture the America’s Cup, all the 
juore honor for what some might call the 
obstinacy that never gives in. A _ freehand 
sketch of the Valkyrie might be of assistance to 
understanding her general contour, but since the 
aeeeersem peeves has been delaged with humorsome 
ouuines of the cup defenders, it would hardly do to 
follow such @ popular example.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Pardridge, Alarmed by a Strong Market, 
Took in Short Wheat Extensively. 


CHICAGO, May 8&—There was an enormous buai- 
ness done in wheat to-day at from 4@1%0 advance 
on Saturday’s closing prices. Pardridge took alarm 
at the strength of the news, both foreign and do- 
mestic, and took in short wheat by the wholesale. 
One estimate puts his day’s purchases at from 5,000, - 
000 to 6,000,000 bushels through his own house and 
other brokers, Cudahy wasa big seller of Septem- 
ber wheat, and N. B. Ream, Singer, aid Champlin fed 
July out lavishly. Leeming of Pardridge & Leeming 
was surrounded by a crowd of brokers just after the 


session was officially closed and raked im their of- 
ferings in 26,00U- bushel and 50.U00-bushbel lote at the 
price given at the closing quotation, 75430, which is 
sc higher than the latest piice on saturday. 

Corn was heavy and closed at a deciine of 1480 for 
July. Provisions were very strong on a light vusi- 
ness. ‘he wheat shorte seemel thoroughly fright- 
eued, and investment buying was quite pronounced. 
Cavles all came higher and domestic markets were ail 
very strong. Crop conditions abroad were repre- 
sented as growing worse from day to day, and the 
Kansas State report seemed to conutirm all the 
gloomy reports heretofore received from that regiun, 
and indicated a crop of less than 30,000,000 bushels, 
agaiust 71,000,000 vushels last year. 

‘The bullish sentiment has been growing for some 
days, and the temper of the trade was in the proper 
condition to be easily influenced by these reports, 
and notwithstanding the better financial feeling in 
Wall Street and reports of warmer and better 
weather in the Northwest, prices mude a big jump. 
Later rains were reported in France and in Hungary, 
aud there was generous realizing, which sent prices 
otf nearly lc, but the feeling kept nervous. The big 
decrease in the visible and stroug Continental cabies 
acted asacheck to the decline. The tone at the 
close was easy. The opening was about 7”¢@1%o 
higher than taturday’s closing, advanced 48c mort, 
then declined irregularly l4sc, fluctuated, and closed 
at %c higher than Saturday for July and ‘gc higher 
for september. 

The decline in corn was largely due to continued 
free realizing. The tone at the start was firm and 
initial trades were at about Saturday’s final quota- 
tions, but the large sellers of Saturday again dispos- 
ing of large awounts broke Y@%c. Later the price 
worked up 0, ruled weak, aud closed with a de- 
Cline of 1@ligce. Receivers were alsv on the selling 
sido, offerings in the interior, it is reported, in- 
creasing considerabiy of late.

Provisions were primarily excited and higher on 
the gsteady advance of live hogs at the yards and the 
active buying, butreally from the fact that mess 
pork for p-yys delivery is to allintents aud 
purposes held by a few parties. It is said that there 
are only a few scattering shorts, principally among 
the local crowd, and every time there ix an attempt 
to buy the market is forced up. The extreme ad- 
vance brought out some realizing orders, aud the 
market sagged moderately. It then ruled steady 
and quiet for a time. On some selling by a prom- 
iment operator the market declined, aud nearly ail 
tho early gain was lost. As soon, however, as the 
offerings became scarce, the market rallied to the 
outeide price and ruled strong and higher, then 
dropped, closing weak, witha little more than half 
the early advantage lost.
